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THE  GENERAL  LAND  OFFICE 

The  Colonial  Congress,  September  16, 1776,  passed  a  resolution  making  grants  of  lands  to  certain  oflBcers 
and  soldiers,  such  lands  to  be  provided  by  the  United  States  and  the  expense  of  procuring  them  to  be  borne 
by  the  States  as  other  expenses  of  war. 

May  20,  1785,  and  thereafter,  the  Board  of  Treasury  under  the  Confederation  made  sales  of  public  lands 
and  gave  certificates  of  purchase.  The  first  patents  for  lands  by  the  Government  were  issued  by  this 
board;  the  first  was  dated  March  4, 1788,  and  the  last  March  3,  1789. 

The  act  of  August  7,  1789  (1  Stat.  49),  gave  the  Secretary  of  War  supervision  over  the  granting  of  lands 
to  persons  entitled  thereto  for  military  services  rendered  the  United  States,  and  by  the  act  of  September 
2,  1789  (1  Stat,  65),  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  charged  with  the  execution  of  such  duties  relative 
to  the  sale  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States  as  might  by  law  be  required. 

The  act  of  May  18,  1796  (1  Stat.  464),  for  the  sale  of  lands  in  the  Northwest  Territory,  now  in  the  State 
of  Ohio,  provided  for  a  surveyor  general,  defined  his  duties,  and  directed  that  plats  of  survey  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  thereafter  gave  notice  of  sales  and  performed  other  executive  duties.  He 
became  the  executive  power  or  agent  in  the  sale  or  disposition  of  the  public  domain,  issuing  patents  for 
grants  of  lands,  etc.,  with  the  aid  of  registers  and  receivers  of  the  district  land  offices  after  1810,  and  remained 
so  until  the  organization  of  the  General  Land  Office  in  his  department. 

April  25,  1812  (2  Stat.  716),  Congress  created  the  oflBce  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
and  made  his  bureau  subordinate  to  the  Treasury  Department,  giving  him  authority  to  issue  patents  and 
perform  duties  formerly  executed  by  the  several  departments.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  by  acts  of 
Congress,  thereafter  was  given  general  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and 
appeals  from  the  action  of  the  commissioner  were  made  to  him. 

By  act  of  July  4,  1836  (5  Stat.  107),  the  General  Land  OflBce  was  reorganized,  and  the  executive  duties 
appertaining  to  the  survey  and  sale  of  the  public  lands  and  the  issuance  of  patents  were  devolved  on  the 
commissioner;  and  a  principal  clerk  of  the  public  lands,  a  principal  clerk  of  private  land  claims,  a  principal 
clerk  of  the  surveys,  a  recorder  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  a  solicitor  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and 
a  secretary  to  sign  the  President's  name  to  all  land  patents  were  authorized. 

By  act  of  March  3,  1849  (9  Stat.  395),  Congress  created  the  Home  (now  Interior)  Department,  and  by 
section  3  of  that  law  provided  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  "shall  perform  all  the  duties  in  relation  to 
the  General  Land  Office  of  supervision  and  appeal  now  discharged  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury." 

The  General  Land  Office  has  since  remained  a  bureau  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  a  detailed  report  of  the  serv- 
ice rendered  and  the  work  accompUshed  by  the  General  Land  Office 
and  its  subordinate  agencies  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1931.     The 
recitals,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  relate  to  such  fiscal  period. 

PREFATORY 

The  depression  has  in  no  manner  lessened  the  demand  for  our  re- 
maining public  lands.  It  was  stated  last  year  that  there  had  been  a 
constant  increase  in  the  areas  embraced  in  new  appropriations  since 
the  year  1926.  The  area  included  in  ori2:inal  selections,  entries  and 
filings  from  July  1,  1930,  to  June  30,  1931—5,218,627  acres—was 
greatly  in  excess  of  that  entered  during  the  fiscal  year  1929  and  was 
almost  equal  to  the  banner  year  1930.  In  fact,  were  it  not  for  the 
reduction  in  the  lists  of  Indian  allotments,  the  totals  for  June  30,  1931, 
would  have  been  equal  to  if  not  in  excess  of  those  for  the  year  1930. 
Original  homestead  entries  increased.  The  cancellations  of  old 
entries  and  selections  were  less  than  for  the  preceding  annual  period. 
The  various  new  filings  quite  materially  exceed  such  cancellations. 
More  lands  were  embraced  in  entries  old  and  new  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness on  June  30,  1931,  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  although  the 
area  patented  exceeded  that  for  1930. 

Cash  receipts  from  sources  other  than  the  act  of  February  25,  1920 
(41  Stat.  437),  and  sales  of  Indian  lands,  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  recent  years.  There  was  a  falling  off  of  Indian  allotments  and 
sales  of  Indian  lands.  The  record  low  price  registered  by  oil,  together 
with  other  factors  affecting  the  oil  industry  resulted  in  a  considerable 
reduction  in  amounts  realized  from  the  mineral  leasing  act. 

Administrative  economies  eft'ected  secured  a  saving  over  last  year 
in  moneys  expended  of  approximately  $65,000  in  the  conduct  of  the 
office  and  of  the  field. 

The  arrearages,  while  not  excessive,  were  greater  than  they  were 
last  year.  The  continuous  increase  in  the  work  demanded  and  se- 
cured for  the  ensuing  year  a  small  provision  for  increase  in  the  person- 
nel and  it  is  believed  that  within  a  comparatively  short  time  the  work 
of  the  office  may  be  brought  current. 

Our  cooperative  work  with  other  bureaus  and  departments  pro- 
gressed satisfactorily. 
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The  many  special  duties  imposed  on  the  office  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  Hoover  Dam  and  the  oil  shale  investigations  con- 
ducted in  the  States  of  Colorado,  Utah,  and  Wyoming  severely  taxed 
our  field  forces  and  materially  interfered  with  the  regular  routine. 
Contests  resulting  from  such  activities  are  being  prosecuted.  Prep- 
aration of  data  in  connection  with  the  suits  pending  in  the  Court  of 
Claims,  brought  by  various  Indian  tribes,  drew  heavily  upon  us  and 
will  continue  to  be  a  burden  next  year. 

Additional  amounts  made  available  for  fire  protection  were  the 
means  of  a  more  efficient  distribution  of  our  fire-fighting  forces. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Cash  receipts. — The  total  cash  receipts  from  sales,  leases,  and  other 
disposition  of  public  lands  (including  receipts  from  copies  of  records, 
sales  of  Government  property,  etc.)  were  $4,621,338.53  and  from 
sales  of  Indian  lands  $214,423.32,  an  aggregate  of  $4,835,761.85,  all 
of  which  was  deposited  in  the  Treasury, 

Receipts  under  mineral  leasing  act. — Receipts  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment from  bonuses,  royalties  and  rentals  under  the  laws  providing 
for  the  leasing  of  mineral  rights  on  the  public  domain  aggregated 
$3,531,655.05.  The  largest  receipts  were  obtained  from  leasing 
mineral  lands  in  Wyoming,  the  amount  being,  under  this  act, 
$2,184,422.88.  California  was  the  second  State  in  amount  of  receipts 
with  $870,453.58.  Receipts  from  other  States  follow:  New  Mexico, 
$163,432.73;  Montana,  $91,596.73;  Utah,  $87,813.28;  Colorado, 
$83,581.14;  North  Dakota,  $22,627.79;  Alabama,  $12,453;  Idaho, 
$6,092.51;  Washington,  $4,907.88;  Louisiana,  $3,532.23;  South 
Dakota,  $560;  Arizona,  $101.30;  Nevada,  $80.  These  figures  do  not 
include  $33,074.09  received  as  royalties  in  the  State  of  Wyoming  under 
the  act  of  June  26,  1926,  of  which  the  State  does  not  receive  a  share. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  mineral  leasing  act  of  February  25,  1920 
(41  Stat.  437),  the  State  secures  37^  per  cent  of  the  receipts  from 
bonuses,  rentals  and  royalties  derived  thereunder  from  the  public 
lands  within  its  borders,  the  reclamation  fund  receives  52)^  per  cent, 
and  the  other  10  per  cent  is  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  and  credited  to  miscellaneous  receipts. 

Distribution  oi  receipts. — They  are  distributed  under  the  law  ap- 
proximately as  follows:  Reclamation  fund,  $2,396,605.13;  to  public- 
land  States  and  certain  counties  within  such  States,  $1,610,852.37; 
general  fund,  $613,881.03;  and  to  the  various  Indian  tribes, 
$214,423.32. 

Five  per  cent  of  the  net  proceeds  from  cash  sales  of  public  land  are 
paid  to  the  public-land  States  within  which  such  sales  were  made  and 
the  balance  of  such  net  receipts  from  States  named  in  the  reclamation 
act,  are  credited  to  the  reclamation  fund;  90  per  cent  of  the  receipts 
under  the  mineral  leasing  act  are  divided  between  the  States  from 
which  the  minerals  (principally  oil)  were  taken  and  the  reclamation 
fund;  the  receipts  from  sales  of  reclamation  town  sites  and  camp  sites 
and  rentals  and  royalties  from  potash  leases  are  credited  to  the  re- 
clamation fund;  probably  all  of  the  receipts  from  sales  of  land  and 
timber  in  the  forfeited  Oregon  and  California  railroad  grant,  and 
more,  will  be  paid  to  certain  counties  in  Oregon  in  lieu  of  taxes  that 
would  be  collected  by  the  counties  if  the  lands  were  in  private  owner- 
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ship;  25  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  from  land  and  timber  in  the  Coos 
Bay  wagon-road  grant  are  paid  to  the  counties  from  which  the  pro- 
ceeds were  derived;  the  receipts  from  Indian  lands,  with  the  exception 
of  37 K  per  cent  of  royalties  from  the  Red  River  oil  lands  in  Oklahoma, 
which  are  paid  to  the  State,  are  deposited  in  the  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  various  Indian  tribes.  All  other  moneys  are  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  these  moneys  in  so 
far  as  is  possible  before  final  settlement  of  all  accounts  by  the 
General  Accounting  Office:

Expenditures. — Total  expenditures  for  the  conduct  of  the  business 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  including  expenses  of  the  district  land 
offices  ($277,873.60),  amounted  to  $2,158,159.81.  Disbursements 
from  deposits  by  individuals  for  surveying  public  lands  ($29,524.26) 
and  from  appropriations  and  funds  for  surveying  Indian  reservations 
($60,152.33)  are  not  included  in  the  above  figures,  either  as  receipts 
or  expenditures. 

AREA  OF  LAND  ENTERED  AND  PATENTED 

The  total  area  of  public  and  Indian  lands  originally  entered  and 
allowed  was  5,218,627  acres,  not  including  91,470  acres  embraced 
in  finals  not  heretofore  counted  as  original  disposition  of  land.  The 
latter  area  is  constituted  as  follows:  Public  auction,  35,574  acres", 
abandoned  military  reservations,  689  acres;  cash  and  private  sales, 
individual  claimants,  and  small  holding  claims,  19,948  acres;  pre- 
emption entries,  440  acres;  soldiers'  additional  homesteads,  3,387 
acres;  timber  and  stone  entries,  5,805  acres;  mineral  entries,  25,627 
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acres.  Of  the  total  area  originally  entered,  4,201,766  acres  were 
allowed  under  the  stock  raising  act  of  December  29,  1916  (39  Stat. 
862). 

The  area  patented  on  original  disposition  was  1,938,864  acres,  of 
which  1,058,102  acres  were  patented  with  all  minerals  reserved; 
1,423,024  acres  were  patented  under  the  homestead  laws,  not  includ- 
ing as  homesteads  3,514  acres  patented  as  soldiers'  additional  entries. 
In  addition,  178,102  acres  were  patented  as  follows:  Indian  fee,  93,896 
acres;  timber  sales  in  Oregon,  5,456  acres;  and  reissues,  78,750  acres. 

FIELD  SERVICE 

The  appropriation  for  this  service  was  $450,000.  Of  this  sum 
$60,000  was  to  be  used  for  prevention  and  suppression  of  forest  and 
other  fires  on  the  public  lands,  and  for  no  other  purpose,  leaving  the 
net  sum  of  $390,000  for  the  prosecution  of  routine  work. 

The  average  number  of  active  field  investigators,  exclusive  of  7 
division  chiefs,  was  67;  average  number  of  clerks  employed  in  divi- 
sional offices,  22;  total  force  employed  including  division  chiefs,  96. 

Cash  collected  by  this  service  and  turned  into  the  Treasury, 
$25,677.74.  Due  to  the  activity  of  the  field  investigators,  123,431 
acres  were  restored  to  the  public  domain,  representing  fraudulent 
entries,  etc.,  canceled  on  proceedings  based  on  their  reports. 

Investigations. — July  1,  1930,  there  were  pending  field  investigation 
17,129  cases;  20,594  additional  cases  were  received;  19,998  were  inves- 
tigated, reported  and  closed,  and  479  dropped  as  not  constituting 
separate  individual  cases,  leaving  17,246  not  investigated.  Of  the 
19,998  reports  submitted,  12,744  were  adverse  and  7,254  favorable. 
There  was  a  satisfactory  reduction  in  the  number  of  routine  cases. 
The  arrearage  of  117  cases  over  last  year's  total  is  due  to  the  large 
number  of  oil  shale  and  oil  placer  claims,  there  being  9,070  such  cases. 

Civil  suits  brought  through  the  Department  of  Justice  upon  re- 
commendation of  this  department  numbered  25;  42  cases  were  tried 
of  which  30  were  won  and  12  lost.  As  a  result  of  the  suits  $16,663.76 
was  recovered  and  3,048  acres  restored  to  the  public  domain. 
Offenses  against  the  public  land  laws  were  responsible  for  11  indict- 
ments. Of  the  criminal  cases  tried  13  resulted  in  convictions  and 
prison  sentences  were  imposed  in  2  cases.  Total  fines  collected 
amounted  to  $540. 

Attorneys  and  agents. — The  number  admitted  to  practice  before  the 
department,  33. 

Fire  fund. — The  appropriation  for  protecting  public  lands,  timber, 
etc.,  1931,  provided  an  allotment  of  $60,000  for  the  prevention  and 
suppression  of  forest  and  other  fires  on  public  lands.  The  entire 
amount  has  been  expended  or  obligated  for  that  purpose.  From 
July  1  to  September  30,  1930,  the  most  hazardous  fire  period,  there 
were  employed  97  forest  patrols  and  lookouts.  During  the  months 
of  May  and  June,  1931,  55  patrols  and  lookouts  were  employed. 

CADASTRAL  ENGINEERING  SERVICE 

Organization  plan. — No  change  in  the  organization  plan  of  the 
cadastral  engineering  service  has  been  made  since  1925.  A  head- 
quarters office,  under  the  supervisor  of  surveys,  is  maintained  at 
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Denver,  Colo.,  a  field  office  under  the  associate  supervisor  of 
surveys  is  located  at  Washington!,  D.  C,  and  12  public  survey  offices 
under  district  cadastral  engineers  are  maintained  at  Helena,  Mont.; 
Cheyenne,  Wyo.;  Denver,  Colo.;  Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex.;  Phoenix,  Ariz.; 
San  Francisco,  Calif.;  Reno,  Nev.;  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah;  Boise, 
Idaho;  Olympia,  Wash.;  Portland,  Oreg.;  and  Juneau,  Alaska. 

The  district  cadastral  engineer  at  Portland,  in  addition  to  his  engi- 
neering duties,  continued  the  work  of  classification  and  sale  of  lands 
on  the  Oregon  and  California  land  grant  and  Coos  Bay  wagon-road 
grant,  Oregon. 

Appropriations. — In  addition  to  the  direct  appropriation  carried 
in  the  Department  of  the  Interior  act  approved  May  14,  1930  (46 
Stat.  279),  and  the  second  deficiency  act  approved  March  4,  1931 
(46  Stat.  1552),  amounting  to  $703,060,  moneys  derived  from  the  fol- 
lowing appropriations  and  funds  were  received  and  used :

Summary  of  results. — Cadastral  surveying  operations  were  carried 
on  in  21  States  and  the  Territory  of  Alaska  under  226  groups,  of  which 
54  in  15  States  were  of  resurveys.  That  part  of  the  work  measurable 
on  a  quantity  basis  aggregated  19,391  linear  miles,  which  were  sur- 
veyed at  an  average  cost  of  $18.54  a  mile.  No  pronounced  trends  by 
survey  classifications  developed.  The  substantial  gain  over  the 
previous  12  months  in  linear  mileage  merely  indicated  greater  activity 
for  the  time  being  in  regular  subdivisional  surveys  in  several  classes 
and  some  falling  off  in  investigative  and  fragmentary  work  not  measur- 
able on  a  quantity  basis.  This  condition  is  specifically  reflected  in 
the  moderate  increase  in  agricultural  land  surveys  and  in  the  steadily 
expanding  cooperative  work  under  the  rectangular  system.  No 
material  gain  or  loss  is  noted  in  surveys  of  nonagricultural  and  mineral 
lands.  On  the  other  hand,  a  perceptible  falling  off  in  miscellaneous 
surveys  is  indicated,  due  partly  to  an  unexpected  subnormal  demand 
and  partly  to  the  necessity  for  using  the  limited  funds  at  hand  for 
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special  work  in  other  groups.  The  necessities  of  resurvey  in  all  the 
foregoing  classes  continued  to  increase,  but  owing  to  appropriation 
limitations  only  the  urgent  cases  could  be  given  field  attention. 
The  survey  output,  particularly  in  these  two  latter  classes,  was  further 
curtailed  by  the  detail  of  four  party  chiefs  for  practically  five  months, 
one  party  chief  for  two  months,  and  two  for  shorter  periods  to  the 
field  service  of  the  General  Land  Office  for  duty  in  the  oil-shale 
fields  of  Colorado  and  Utah.  The  personnel  of  all  the  offices  con- 
tinued practically  without  change  during  the  year. 

In  considering  the  following  analysis  by  survey  classification  it  will 
be  understood  that  present-day  cadastral  work,  aside  from  regular 
subdivisions,  is  so  involved  that  one  field  operation  may  include 
surveys  in  several  classes  between  which  it  is  impossible  to  draw  a 
definite  line  of  demarcation.  Practically  all  extension  and  miscellane- 
ous surveys  require  in  their  execution  the  making  of  retracements  and 
resurveys  of  obliterated  or  faulty  work  of  an  older  period  upon  which 
the  new  surveys  are  to  be  initiated  and  closed.  Even  a  group  as 
distinctive  as  cooperative  surveys  may  include  areas  coming  within 
the  meaning  of  several  other  classifications.  The  survey,  for  example, 
of  a  township  applied  for  by  another  Federal  agency  may  also  be  based 
upon  an  application  by  settlers  or  the  State,  or  be  prompted  by  admin- 
istrative necessities  in  the  adjustment  of  power-site  withdrawals,  or 
by  the  requirements  of  mineral  and  agricultural  tract  segregations,  and 
yet  be  executed  as  one  field  unit  under  one  set  of  special  instructions. 
However,  for  the  purposes  of  this  analysis  effort  is  made  in  all  such 
cases  to  segregate  the  several  types  of  lands  involved  into  their  proper 
classes. 

Agricultural  lands. — Surveys  applied  for  by  settlers  and  the  States  to 
accommodate  entries  under  the  enlarged  and  stock-raising  homestead 
acts  and  to  provide  for  State  selections  continue  to  represent  in  point 
of  volume  the  major  surveying  activity  of  the  General  Land  Office. 
In  view  of  its  importance  to  development  progress,  special  effort  is 
made  to  keep  such  work  current.  In  recent  years,  however,  on  account 
of  appropriation  limitations  this  has  been  impossible  of  accomplish- 
ment. Nevertheless,  during  the  year  just  closed  approximately 
2,450,000  acres  in  this  class  were  surveyed  under  the  rectangular  net 
in  the  United  States  proper  and  Alaska.  The  increase  is  due  partly 
to  the  concentration  of  funds  for  the  purpose  and  partly  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  country.  The  larger  fields  of  present-day  agricultural 
land  survey  activity  are  in  the  States  of  Arizona,  Nevada,  New 
Mexico,  and  Utah. 

Nonagricultural  and  mineral  lands. — Continuation  of  the  survey  of 
township  exteriors  over  parts  of  southeastern  Utah  to  serve  as  bases 
for  description  of  oil  placer  claims  and  for  other  location  purposes,  the 
survey  of  over  25,600  acres  of  oil  shale  lands  in  western  Colorado,  the 
extension  of  the  rectangular  net  involving  the  survey  of  8,600  acres  in 
Arizona  and  145,060  acres  in  Nevada  under  the  Hoover  Dam,  and  the 
completion  of  certain  surveys  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Co.  in 
California,  constitute  the  outstanding  projects  completed  in  this  class 
during  the  fiscal  year.  In  addition,  smaller  scattered  surveys  of 
nonagricultural  and  mineral  lands  were  made  in  a  number  of  the  active 
public-land  States  west  of  the  one  hundred  and  ninth  meridian. 

Miscellaneous  surveys. — The  report  of  miscellaneous  surveys,  which 
as  a  rule  are  not  measurable  on  a  mileage  or  acreage  basis,  can  consist 
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of  little  more  than  a  list  of  individual  cases,  those  of  similar  character 
being  arranged  in  groups  when  possible. 

Field  investigations,  largely  of  erroneous  and  fictitious  surveys  but 
also  of  alleged  islands,  omitted  lands,  and  a  variety  of  survey  con- 
ditions, were  made  in  63  townships  in  14  States.  Many  of  these 
investigations  were  of  limited  extent,  while  others  developed  into 
important,  far-reaching  cases  which  not  infrequently  required  in  their 
settlement  action  by  the  United  States  courts.  In  this  general  class 
may  also  be  included  surveys  made  during  the  year  to  determine 
riparian  conditions  resulting  from  accretions  and  avulsions  and  to 
determine  swamp,  overflow  and  omitted  lands  in  Florida,  Oklahoma, 
and  Wisconsin. 

Surveys  related  to  but  not  essentially  a  part  of  the  rectangular 
system  include  21  islands  in  California,  Colorado,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
Washington,  Florida,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Oklahoma,  and 
Wisconsin;  13  mineral  segregation  surveys  in  Arizona,  California, 
Colorado,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  and  Washington;  and 
97  isolated  tract  surveys  in  California,  Colorado,  Nevada,  New  Mexico, 
and  Michigan.  Many  miscellaneous  surveys  do  not  readily  lend  them- 
selves to  orderly  grouping.  In  Alaska  surveys  were  executed  of  16 
isolated  homesteads,  1  soldier's  additional  homestead,  1  trustee's 
town  site,  1  Indian  reservation,  and  5  homestead  entries.  In  Califor- 
nia the  surveys  of  public  lands  between  the  Ranchos  San  Antonio, 
Paso  de  Bartola,  and  Santa  Gertrude,  and  of  areas  adjacent  to  the 
patented  Rancho  Los  Laurelles,  were  completed,  as  were  those  in 
Arizona  along  the  crest  of  the  Ajo  Mountains  marking  the  western 
limits  of  the  Papago  Indian  Reservation,  and  those  of  the  common 
boundary  between  the  Tusayan  National  Forest  and  the  Navajo 
Indian  Reservation  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
May  25,  1930  (46  Stat.  378). 

Abandoned  Papago  Saguaro  National  Monument. — All  field  work 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  7,  1930  (46 
Stat.  142),  providing  for  the  disposition  of  lands  within  the  Papago 
Saguaro  National  Monument,  Ariz.,  including  the  subdivision  of 
sections  and  the  survey  of  the  200-foot  right  of  way  of  the  Cross  Cut 
Canal,  was  completed. 

Montezuma's  Castle. — The  boundaries  of  the  national  monument 
created  to  preserve  the  historic  cliff  dwellings  known  as  Montezuma's 
Castle  were  established. 

Cooperative  surveys. — Many  governmental  agencies  whose  activities 
are  based  on  or  are  related  to  the  public  lands  are  dependent  upon 
cadastral  surveys  of  the  General  Land  Office  for  geographical  position 
and  description  in  meeting  specific  procedures  under  the  law,  and  for 
administration.  Activities  in  this  class  include  surveys  and  resurveys 
for  the  Forest  Service  in  all  western  public-land  States  and  Alaska,  as 
well  as  in  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Michigan,  and  Minnesota. 
Such  work  aggregated  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  boundary  lines 
and  special  cases  not  measurable  on  a  quantity  basis,  approximately 
780,000  acres. 

National  Park  Service. — A  number  of  important  projects  were  under- 
taken for  the  National  Park  Service.  The  survey  of  the  revised 
boundaries  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  was  initiated  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  with  a  view  to  carrying  it  forward  this  season 
and  the  next  until  completed.  In  California  a  preliminary  investiga-

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tion  along  the  west  boundary  of  the  Sequoia  National  Park  was  made 
and  the  limits  of  certain  patented  lands  within  the  General  Grant 
National  Park  were  surveyed  and  monumented.  Also  the  survey  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  Hot  Springs  National  Park  in  Arkansas,  which 
to  a  large  extent  are  coincident  with  the  boundaries  of  blocks  and  lots 
within  the  city  of  Hot  Springs,  was  commenced  and  completed  during 
the  year. 

Geological  Survey. — For  the  Geological  Survey  three  coal  mine 
surveys  in  Colorado  were  executed.  This  work  required  not  only  the 
determination  of  public-survey  lines  marking  the  boundaries  between 
privately  owned  and  leased  lands  on  the  surface  and  in  the  under- 
ground workings,  but  also  extensive  surveys  within  the  mines  them- 
selves. Similar  surveys  also  were  made  during  the  year  in  Utah  and 
Wyoming. 

Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey. — Cooperation  with  the  United  States 
Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  in  tying  in  positions  in  the  rectangular  net 
to  the  first-order  triangulation  arc  in  Montana,  Wyoming,  and 
Colorado  was  begun  during  the  last  few  months  of  the  fiscal  year  with 
a  view  to  continuing  it  each  field  season  until  completed. 

Bureau  of  Reclamation. — There  were  surveyed  or  resurveyed  for  the 
Reclamation  Service  130,560  acres,  including  a  detailed  subdivision  of 
sections,  on  the  Owyhee  reclamation  project  in  Oregon. 

Indian  surveys. — Under  the  appropriation  '' Surveying  and  allotting 
Indian  reservations"  surveys  were  continued  on  the  Leech  Lake 
Reservation,  Minn.;  the  Cheyenne  River  Reservation,  S.  Dak.; 
and  the  Mescalero-Apache  Reservation,  N.  Mex.  Other  outstanding 
work  accomplished  includes  surveys  along  the  north  boundary  of  the 
Hoopa  Valley  Reservation  and  Cappel  Creek,  Calif. ;  investigation  and 
island  surveys  on  the  White  Earth  Reservation,  Minn. ;  certain  bound- 
aries of  the  Lummi  Reservation,  Wash.;  field  investigations  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  Yakima  Reservation,  Wash.;  and  extension  of  the 
rectangular  net  to  the  Fort  Apache  Reservation,  Ariz.,  to  serve  as  a 
basis  for  an  exchange  of  lands  with  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  Indian 
School.  In  addition,  boundary  and  tract  surveys  were  made  on  the 
Acoma  Pueblo,  boundary  surveys  on  the  Zuni  Reservation,  and  re- 
surveys  for  allotment  purposes  on  the  Navajo  Reservation,  in 
New  Mexico. 

Also  payable  from  the  appropriation  '' Surveying  and  allotting 
Indian  reservations"  and  later  from  the  appropriation  '^Quieting  title, 
Pueblo  lands.  New  Mexico,"  surveys  were  made  for  the  Pueblo  Lands 
Board  on  the  Pueblo  Indian  land  grants  of  Taso,  Sandia,  and  Santa 
Ana.  In  addition,  surveys  under  a  special  act  commenced  the  year 
before  on  the  Shoshone  Reservation,  Wyo.,  to  serve  as  a  basis  for 
timber  classification  and  allotments,  were  completed  in  both  field  and 
office. 

Resurveys  in  the  foregoing  classifications  were  made  during  the 
year  in  15  States,  largely  in  agricultural  areas  because  of  obliteration 
and  in  the  mountainous  districts  because  of  distortion  in  the  older 
surveys  made  under  contract.  Owing  to  limited  funds  and  the  detail 
of  party  chiefs  to  the  field  service  of  the  General  Land  Office  on  oil- 
shale  work,  only  the  most  urgent  cases  in  this  class  could  be  given  field 
attention.  That  part  of  the  work  measurable  on  a  quantity  basis 
aggregated  during  the  j^ear  1,408,224  acres. 
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Field  office  work. — During  the  year  surveys  and  resurveys  in  327 
townships  were  platted  and  approved,  281  supplemental  and  segre- 
gation plats  were  constructed,  exclusive  of  21  supplemental  plats 
accompanying  survey  returns,  and  the  work  of  examining,  platting, 
and  approving  215  mineral  surveys,  embracing  702  locations,  at  an 
average  office  cost  of  $20.08  per  location,  was  accomplished.  Also, 
the  returns  of  13  forest  homestead  entry  and  exchange  surveys  were 
examined  and  approved,  at  an  average  cost  of  $20.27. 

In  addition,  the  usual  amount  of  related  office  work  was  performed, 
including  a  voluminous  correspondence,  the  preparation  of  special 
instructions  with  survey  diagrams,  the  writing  and  checking  of  field 
notes,  the  making  of  special  reports,  the  platting  of  764  Pueblo  claims 
in  New  Mexico,  the  platting  of  79  isolated  homesteads  in  Alaska, 
and  of  a  number  of  town  sites,  Indian  allotments,  islands,  and  frag- 
mentary surveys  throughout  the  country,  as  well  as  the  copying  of 
survey  records  for  the  public  and  for  official  use.  Also  the  so-called 
"counter  work"  or  business  with  the  surveying  public,  such  as  home- 
steaders, landowners,  mineral  applicants  and  their  lawyers  and 
engineers,  continued  without  interruption  during  the  year  in  all 
offices  of  the  service. 

Accepted  surveys. — There  were  accepted  and  placed  on  file  plats 
representing  1,498,888  acres  of  original  surveys  of  public  lands,  and  in 
addition  816,795  acres  of  lands  resurveyed,  comprising  an  aggregate 
area  of  2,315,683  acres. 

Maps  and  map  making. — The  copper  plates  for  the  1931  edition  of 
the  map  of  the  United  States  have  been  revised  and  the  data  thereon 
brought  to  date.  Preparation  is  being  made  for  the  printing  of  the 
map. 

The  State  maps  of  Wisconsin  and  Wyoming  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  contractor  for  prmting.  Work  is  progressing  upon  the  recom- 
pilation  of  the  map  of  the  State  of  Idaho  and  preliminary  work  has 
been  undertaken  on  the  compilation  of  new  maps  of  Arizona  and 
Oregon. 

Twelve  maps  of  public  land  States  were  prepared  showing  the 
unappropriated  and  unsurveyed  lands  within  those  States  to  and 
including  December  19,  1930,  for  the  committee  on  the  conservation 
and  administration  of  the  public  domain. 

A  large  map  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Bureau  of  Biological 
Survey,  Department  of  Agriculture,  showing  the  different  forms  of 
entry  of  the  lands  adjacent  to  Lake  Malheur,  Oreg. 

Work  continued  upon  the  numerous  maps  of  the  public-land  States 
being  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Justice  in  connection 
with  suits  brought  by  the  Sioux  and  other  Indians  for  lands  for  which 
the  Indians  claim  they  have  never  been  compensated. 

Two  special  maps  of  the  Owens  Valley  and  Mono  Lake  districts, 
Calif.,  are  being  prepared  to  show  the  status  of  the  lands  with- 
drawn for  the  protection  of  the  watershed  supplying  water  to  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  State  of  California, 
and  for  leasing  for  grazing  purposes  under  the  act  of  March  4,  1931 
(46  Stat.  1530). 

A  map  was  constructed  of  the  terminal  and  10-mile  limits  of  the 
St.  Joseph  and  Denver  City  Railroads  from  Elwood,  Kans.,  to 
Hastings,   Nebr.,  showing  conflicts  with  other  railroad  grants,  and 
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another  showing  the  definite  location  of  the  20-mile  limits  of  the 
Central  and  Union  Pacific  Railroads  in  Utah. 

In  addition,  the  drafting  force  was  called  upon  to  execute  a  particu- 
larly large  volume  of  miscellaneous  work  during  this  fiscal  year. 

Photolithographic  copies. — There  were  sold  21,628  photolitho- 
graphic copies  of  township  plats,  for  which  $10,896  was  received  and 
9,178  copies  were  furnished  other  departments  for  official  use.  There 
were  distributed  192,955  circulars  covering  the  various  public  land 
laws  and  the  regulations  thereunder,  2,181  maps  mounted,  and  3,137 
State  maps  distributed. 

HOMESTEADS  AND  KINDRED  ENTRIES 

Cases  brought  over  from  last  fiscal  year  numbered  4,718;  those 
received,  43,011;  not  reached,  2,359.  Other  disposals  were  as 
follows : 

There  were  approved  for  patenting  6,199  homestead  entries; 
applications  to  make  second  homestead  entry,  1,966;  applications 
to  amend,  934;  applications  for  leaves  of  absence  and  for  extension 
of  time  to  establish  residence,  1,028;  original  entries,  9,835;  appeals 
from  action  of  district  land  officers  and  this  office,  19,339;  making 
a  total  of  applications  for  second  homestead  entry,  amendments, 
extension  of  time  and  leaves  of  absence,  original  homesteads  and 
appeals  considered,  33,102.  Last  year  there  were  only  29,935  such 
cases. 

Public  sale  applications  under  section  2455,  revised  statutes,  as 
amended,  received  action  to  the  extent  of  1,553  cases  and  of  this 
number  250  purchases  were  approved  for  patent. 

Timber  and  stone  cases  acted  upon  reached  the  total  of  401,  and 
211  were  patented. 

Letters. — Forty-one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  letters  relating 
to  homestead  or  kindred  matters  were  considered  and  answered. 

Miscellaneous. — Considerable  other  work  which  can  not  be  reflected 
by  figures  was  performed  in  connection  with  cases  involving  lands 
within  those  States  having  no  local  land  office. 

Filing  township  plats. — Under  the  practice  of  filing  plats  of  survey 
and  resurvey  for  lands  in  States  having  district  land  offices,  this 
office  issues  instructions  to  the  district  land  offices  concerning  the 
filing  of  the  plats,  the  opening  of  the  lands  to  entry  and  disposal, 
the  effect  had  thereon  by  withdrawals  and  reservations,  if  there  be 
such,  and  the  preference  rights  of  former  service  men  and  others, 
and,  when  necessary,  Executive  orders  revoking  Executive  orders  of 
withdrawal  are  prepared  and  promulgated.  Instructions  were  issued 
in  120  instances  involving  200  plats.  Where  the  lands  are  situated 
in  States  having  no  district  land  offices,  this  office  does  the  work 
ordinarily  performed  by  the  district  land  officers.  There  were  28 
plats  directly  filed  by  this  office,  in  connection  with  which  24  public 
notices  were  prepared. 

National  forests. — Revocation  of  orders  restoring  lands  to  home- 
stead entry  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  returned  22,877  acres  to 
national  forests,  and  1,593  acres  in  national  forests  were  restored  to 
homestead  entry  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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Restoration  and  openings  subject  to  the  preference  of  ex-service  men. — 
Through  release  from  segregation  or  withdrawal,  or  through  survey 
or  resurvey,  public  lands  aggregating  3,698,798  acres  and  829,373 
acres,  respectively,  were  restored  to  disposition  subject  to  the  pref- 
erences accorded  ex-service  men. 

MINERALS 

Oil  and  gas  leases. — There  were  26  oil  and  gas  cases  on  hand, 
involving  leases  and  relief  applications  under  sections  14,  18,  18a, 
19,  and  22  of  the  act  of  February  25,  1920  (41  Stat.  437),  and  1,027 
cases  were  received.  Ninety-five  leases  involving  60  cases  w^ere 
granted.  Section  14  of  the  leasing  act  was  the  authority  for  the 
issuance  of  90  leases  covering  an  area  of  approximately  57,600  acres 
to  permittees  who  showed  discovery  of  oil  or  gas  as  the  result  of 
prospecting  under  permits.  Pursuant  to  section  17  authorizing  the 
public  sale  of  leases,  one  lease  was  issued  in  the  Monroe  gas  field, 
Louisiana,  for  39.75  acres,  on  which  a  bonus  of  $596.25  was  paid; 
two  in  the  Wiley  Field,  Wyoming,  one  for  519.40  acres  for  which 
$114,400  was  paid,  and  one  for  199.84  acres  on  which  the  bonus 
paid  was  $83,200;  and  two  in  the  Baker  gas  field,  Montana,  one  for 
320  acres  and  one  for  480  acres  on  which  bonuses  amounting  to 
$4,825  and  $2,450,  respectively,  were  paid.  Other  sales  were  author- 
ized but  leases  have  not  been  consummated. 

Oil  and  gas  permits. — Eleven  applications  for  permits  were  rein- 
stated, 115  permits  which  had  been  canceled  were  reinstated,  and 
111  new  permits  based  upon  applications  filed  prior  to  the  order  of 
March  13,  1929,  were  granted.  Final  action  was  taken  on  40  appli- 
cations, 303  assignments  were  acted  upon  and  2,563  applications  for 
extensions  of  time  were  disposed  of.  Sixteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  permits  were  held  for  cancellation  and  1,655  permits  were  can- 
celed; 5,212  cases  were  examined  on  which  further  action  was 
necessary,  leaving  755  cases  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Alineral  entries. — There  were  on  hand  144  mineral  entries  and 
697  were  received,  686  were  disposed  of,  leaving  155  aw^aiting  action. 
Of  those  disposed  of,  223  were  approved  for  patent. 

Coal. — There  were  left  over  from  last  year  30  applications  for 
coal  permits,  leases,  and  licenses;  2,601  applications  were  received, 
93  coal  prospecting  permits  issued  covering  an  aggregate  of  76,868.04 
acres;  34  coal  leases  embracing  3,876.47  acres,  and  33  coal  licenses 
for  1,440  acres  were  issued.  The  total  number  of  cases  disposed  of 
was  2,577,  leaving  54  for  consideration. 

Potash. — One  potash  lease  involving  1,320  acres,  and  58  potash 
permits  involving  125,678.87  acres  were  issued  under  the  act  of 
February  7,  1927.  Under  the  act  of  February  25,  1920,  amended 
by  the  act  of  December  11,  1928,  11  sodium  permits  were  issued 
involving  an  aggregate  of  17,110.23  acres.  One  sodium  lease  was 
issued  involving  405.20  acres.  On  July  1,  1930,  there  were  57  cases 
on  hand;  616  were  received,  580  were  disposed  of,  leaving  93  awaiting 
action. 

Miscellaneous  mineral  cases, — There  were  brought  over  from  last 
year  54  miscellaneous  mineral  cases  and  935  were  received;  881  were 
disposed  of,  leaving  108  cases  awaiting  action. 
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Mineral  applications. — July  1,  1930,  36  mineral  applications  were 
pending;  182  were  received  and  186  were  disposed  of,  leaving  32 
mineral  applications  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Oil  shale. — Thirteen  field  reports  on  oil-shale  locations  not  embraced 
in  patent  proceedings  were  pending  on  July  1,  1930;  865  reports  were 
received;  824  w^ere  disposed  of,  leaving  54  pending  July  1,  1931. 
Charges  were  directed  against  7,568  locations  embracing  approxi- 
mately 900,592  acres. 

Oil-shale  contests. — On  July  1,  1930,  64  contests  were  on  hand  in- 
volving oil-shale  claims;  217  were  received,  178  were  decided,  leaving 
103  unadjudicated  July  1,  1931;  1,181  locations  embracing  approxi- 
mately 140,539  acres  w^re  declared  null  and  void. 

Oil  shale  applications  jor  patents. — There  were  35  mineral  applica- 
tions for  oil-shale  lands  on  hand  for  236  claims  embracing  approxi- 
mately 37,607  acres.  Five  were  received  for  25  claims  involving 
3,875  acres.  Two  applications  for  11  claims  for  a  total  of  1,750  acres 
were  rejected;  14  applications  for  64  claims  covering  9,800  acres 
passed  to  entries,  leaving  24  applications  on  hand  July  1,1931,  for 
186  claims  including  29,932  acres. 

Oil-shale  mineral  entries. — There  were  48  entries  for  oil-shale  lands 
for  330  claims  describing  47,662  acres  awaiting  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year;  14  entries  were  received  for  64  claims  for  9,800  acres.  Twenty 
entries  w^ere  approved  carrying  to  patent  124  claims,  for  19,046  acres, 
leaving  without  a^-tion  42  entries  for  270  claims  embracing  38,416 
acres. 

Hoover  Dam  project. — The  enactment  of  legislation  for  the  Hoover 
Dam  project  made  necessary  the  examination  and  adjudication  of 
mineral  locations  within  areas  selected  for  purposes  of  that  project, 
which  has  increased  the  work  without  adding  to  the  number  of  em- 
plo\^ees.  On  July  1,  1930,  661  field  reports  were  pending  and  1,597 
cases  were  received  during  the  year,  2,215  were  disposed  of,  leaving 
43  awaiting  action  June  30,  1931.  There  have  been  196  contests 
received  in  connection  with  the  Hoover  Dam  project  since  January 
1931,  191  were  disposed  of,  leaving  5  cases  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year.  Final  action  on  these  cases  will  be  had  upon  receipt  of 
supplemental  reports  necessary  to  complete  the  records. 

The  Field  Service  represents  that  there  are  approximately  1 ,000 
locations  for  examination  in  the  field  which  will  require  action  in  this 
office  after  reports  have  been  received.  A  number  of  pat(;nted  salt 
and  other  claims  within  the  area  of  the  project  will  necessitate  ap- 
praisal by  the  Field  Service,  which  Vv^ork  will  consume  several  months. 
Several  hearings  upon  proceedings  which  have  been  instituted  against 
mining  locations  will  also  be  had.  The  expenditures  of  large  amounts 
of  money  have  been  required  in  the  publication,  in  most  cases,  of 
notices  of  adverse  proceedings  for  the  reason  that  the  j)Ost-office 
addresses  of  claimants  are  unknown,  so  that  the  publication  has  been 
necessary  in  order  to  effect  service  of  notice  upon  them.  There  re- 
main a  number  of  cases  in  which  such  publication  will  be  necessary. 

Receipjts  under  mineral  leasing  act. — The  total  receipts  derived  from 
bonuses,  royalties,  and  rentals  of  mineral  lands  were  $3,531,655.05. 
Under  the  head  of  ''Receipts  and  expenditures"  the  States  within 
which  the  mineral  lands  are  located  and  the  amounts  secured  from 
such  States  are  given.  The  material  falhng  off  of  the  revenues  from 
mineral  lands  was  occasioned  by  the  epochal  low  price  reached  by  oil 
and  other  facts  and  circumstances  affecting  the  oil  industry. 
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LEASES 

Oil,  gas,  coal,  j^otash,  phosphates,  etc. — The  operations  under  the  gen- 
eral mineral  leasing  act  of  February  25,  1920  (41  Stat.  437),  are  dis- 
cussed in  detail  under  the  chapter  relating  to  minerals.  A  statement 
concerning  the  moneys  secured  from  such  leases  is  found  under  "Re- 
ceipts and  expenditures." 

Aviation.~The  act  of  May  24,  1928  (45  Stat.  728),  authorizes  the 
leasing  of  public  lands  for  use  as  public  aviation  fields. .  Sixty-eight 
applications  under  this  act  were  considered;  3  leases  were  granted  and 
1  canceled.  Those  granted  were :  To  the  cit}^  of  Rock  Springs,  Wyo., 
for  480  acres,  the  city  of  Needles,  Calif.,  for  625.56  acres,  and  to  the 
Mid-Continent  Air  Express  Corporation  for  40.53  acres  in  Santa  Fe 
County,  N.  :Mex. 

Fur  farming. — Authority  is  conferred  by  the  act  of  July  3,  1926 
(44  Stat.  821),  for  the  issuance  of  leases  for  land  in  Alaska  for  purposes 
of  fur  farming.  Applications  for  such  type  of  lease  received  consider- 
tion  in  296  instances;  14  leases  were  granted,  1  canceled,  and  the 
remainder  await  reports  from  the  Field  Service. 

Grazing. — Provision  is  made  in  act  of  March  4,  1927  (44  Stat. 
1452),  for  the  leasing  of  lands  in  Alaska  for  stock-grazing  purposes 
and  in  conformity  therewith  action  was  taken  on  190  cases  and  5 
leases  granted.  On  April  18,  1931,  regulations  were  promulgated 
pursuant  to  section  2  of  the  act  of  March  4,  1931  (46  Stat.  f530), 
relative  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  reserved  lands  in  California  for 
grazing  purposes. 

Mineral  springs. — Leasing  of  unreserved  public  lands  in  connection 
with  mineral,  medicinal,  or  other  springs,  is  permitted  by  the  act  of 
March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1133).  Thirteen  such  cases  received  atten- 
tion but  no  lease  was  granted.  Regulations  were  prescribed  on 
August  16,  1930,  to  preserve  for  general  public  use  and  benefit,  the 
unreserved  public  lands  containing  hot  springs  or  springs  the  waters 
of  which  possess  curative  properties. 

STATE,  COUNTY,  OR  CITY  RECREATIONAL  AREAS 

Eleven  withdrawals  were  made  hy  the  department  for  recreational 
classification  under  the  act  of  June  14,  1926  (44  Stat.  741),  aggre- 
gating 4,022  acres,  based  on  4  county  and  7  State  petitions.  Of  the 
withdrawn  area  452  acres  are  revested  Oregon  &  California  Railroad 
lands  and  were  withdrawn  under  the  said  act  as  amended  by  the  act 
of  April  13,  1928  (45  Stat.  429). 

There  were  sold  under  the  recreation  law  3,102  acres  to  the  State  of 
Oregon,  1,149  acres  to  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  80  acres  to  the  town 
of  Encampment,  Wyo.  The  areas  leased  under  the  law  are  as  follows : 
280  acres  to  the  State  of  Oregon;  560  acres  to  Harney  County,  Oreg.; 
171  acres  to  Dona  Ana  County,  N.  Mex.;  and  11,258  acres  to  Pima 
County,  Ariz.  The  area  classified  as  nonrecreational  and  released 
from  withdrawal  was  4,576  acres. 

STOCK  DRIVEWAYS 

Nine  new  stock  driveways  were  established  under  Section  10  of  the 
act  of  December  29,  1916  (39  Stat.  862),  as  amended  January  29,  1929 
(45  Stat.  1144),  and  33  modified.  The  area  withdrawn  aggregates 
25,392  acres,  and  that  released  from  such  withdraw^als  10,657  acres. 
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The  total  gross  area  included  in  driveway  withdrawals  is  9,458,390 
acres,  and  is  distributed  by  States  as  follows:  Arizona,  496,864  acres; 
California,  33,862  acres;  Colorado,  214,590  acres;  Idaho,  820,706  acres; 
Montana,  227,237  acres;  Nevada,  3,564,647  acres;  New  Mexico, 
1,101,659  acres;  Oregon,  452,542  acres;  South  Dakota,  22,155  acres; 
Utah,  1,221,662  acres;  Washington,  10,919  acres;  Wyoming,  1,291,727 
acres. 

NATIONAL  FORESTS 

Two  forests  were  created,  and  2  enlarged  under  the  act  of  March  1, 
1911  (36  Stat.  961),  2  were  enlarged,  10  reduced,  and  2  interforest 
transfers  effected  under  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  34,  36). 
Five  forests  were  enlarged  and  4  reduced  by  special  acts  of  Congress, 
and  12  were  enlarged  under  the  general  national  forest  exchange  act  of 
March  20,  1922  (42  Stat.  465).  Recomputation  of  the  areas  of  certain 
national  forests,  due  to  recent  surveys,  decreased  the  estimated  total 
of  last  year  by  1,237  acres.  The  changes  made  effected  a  gross 
addition  of  1,378,762  acres,  and  exclusion  of  103,110  acres.  The  areas 
within  existing  national  forests  acquired  under  the  act  of  March  1, 
1911  (36  Stat.  961),  were  497,444  acres. 

There  are  151  national  forests  embracing  185,251,582  acres,  of 
which  a  little  over  85  per  cent  is  public  land.  The  net  additions  in 
national  forest  areas  were  1,275,652  acres.  The  areas  embraced  in 
withdrawals  for  forestry  purposes,  or  in  aid  of  forest  reservation 
legislation,  are  354,869  acres. 

Administrative  site  withdrawals  cover  171,105  acres,  of  which 
152,164  acres  are  in,  and  18,941  acres  near,  national  forests. 

RIGHTS  OF  WAY 

Railroad. — One  hundred  and  thirty-three  railroad  rights  of  way 
applications  were  received,  w^hich,  added  to  the  7  pending,  made  a 
total  of  140.  Twenty-seven  were  approved,  4  canceled,  11  otherwise 
disposed  of  and  requirements  made  in  93,  leaving  5  without  action. 

Stock-watering  reservoirs. — Eighty-four  reservoir  declaratory  state- 
ment applications  were  received.  Requirements  were  made  in  13 
cases  and  72  were  otherwise  disposed  of. 

All  other  rights  oj  way. — Six  hundred  and  ninety-six  irrigation,  tele- 
graph, telephone,  gas-pipe  line,  etc.,  applications  were  received  and  14 
were  on  hand.  One  hundred  and  ninety  were  approved;  23  canceled; 
90  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  requirements  made  in  400;  7  were  not 
considered.  One  hundred  and  ninety- two  maps  of  approved  rights  of 
way  in  forest  and  Indian  reservations  were  received  from  the  Forest 
Service  and  Indian  office,  were  noted  on  the  records  and  promulgated. 
Forty-five  memoranda  or  opinions  were  submitted  to  the  department 
on  rights-of-way  matters  referred  by  the  department  to  this  office  for 
consideration. 

Forfeiture. — The  number  of  approved  rights  of  way  of  all  kinds, 
which  were  awaiting  office  action  July  1,  1930,  was  30,  those  received 
560.  Of  these,  proof  of  construction  was  accepted  on  159,  there  were 
canceled  by  relinquishment  or  default  47,  requirements  were  made  in 
200  cases,  and  129  were  otherwise  disposed  of.  Twelve  suits  were 
recommended  and  4  decrees  of  forfeiture  obtained  as  a  result  of 
previous  recommendations.  Thirty-one  suits  are  pending  in  the 
Department  of  Justice. 
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Based  on  applications  made  for  restoration  from  power-site  with- 
drawals and  classification,  69  restorations  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  section  24  of  the  Federal  water  power  act 
were  promulgated  during  the  year:  89  hydroelectric  power-project 
applications  were  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office  by  the 
Federal  Water  Power  Commission  involving  public  lands  and  lands 
within  national  forests  in  12  States  and  the  Territory  of  Alaska.

RECLAMATION  AND  IRRIGATION 

Federal  projects. — In  14  of  the  Western  public  land  States  there 
are  30  Federal  reclamation  projects,  of  which  number  16  are  operated 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  irrigation  districts  and  water  users'  associ- 
ations. There  are  also  5  Indian  reclamation  projects,  the  irrigation 
features  of  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs;  2,244  entries  of  various  kinds  were  received  and  1,895  were 
considered,  to  wit: 

(a)  Original  reclamation  homestead  entries. — Pending  from  previous 
year,  56;  received,  305;  examined  and  accepted,  41;  canceled,  25; 
claimants  required  to  furnish  additional  evidence,  123;  otherwise 
disposed  of,  134;  on  hand,  38. 

(6)  Assignments. — Brought  over  from  last  year,  42;  received,  350; 
examined  and  accepted,  99;  rejected,  8;  additional  evidence  called 
for,  118;  otherwise  disposed  of,  83.  There  remained  for  action 
84  cases. 

(c)  Reclamation  homestead  entries  on  which  final  certificate  issued. — 
One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  at  beginning  of  year;  received,  743; 
approved  for  patenting,  292;  canceled,  10;  additional  requirements 
made,  231;  otherwise  disposed  of,  243,  not  adjudicated,  126. 

{d)  Miscellaneous. — Cases  not  reached  last  year,  68;  received,  374; 
examined  and  accepted,  88;  rejected,  14;  additional  requirements 
made,  106;  otherwise  disposed  of,  189;  awaiting  action,  45.  Under 
the  term  ''miscellaneous"  are  included  applications  for  extension  of 
time ;  proofs  submitted  by  claimants  in  support  of  their  entries  as 
to  residence,  improvements,  and  cultivation;  applications  to  submit 
proof  outside  of  the  land  district  in  which  the  lands  in  the  entry  are

located;  and  applications  to  amend  or  conform  the  entry  to  an  estab- 
lished farm  unit.  In  addition,  there  were  approximately  50  cases  of 
establishment  of  new  farm  units,  brought  about  at  the  request  of 
the  entrymen,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  exchange  their  entries  to 
entries  for  other  lands  under  the  various  exchange  acts. 

(e)  Land  and  water-right  applications  in  part  1,  Mesa  unit  of  the 
Yuma  project. — In  office  June  30,  1930,  12;  received,  41;  accepted,  15; 
canceled,  5;  additional  evidence  required,  9;  otherwise  disposed  of, 
20;  not  reached,  4. 

(/)  Desert  land  entries. — There  were  considered  39  desert  land 
entries  receiving  water  for  irrigation  purposes  from  Federal  reclama- 
tion projects;  4  entries  are  awaiting  action. 

(g)  Withdrawals  and  restorations. — During  the  fiscal  year  there 
were  promulgated  40  orders  of  restoration  and  7  orders  of  withdrawal 
imder  the  reclamation  act,  1  change  of  the  form  of  withdrawal,  and 
1  order  setting  aside  certain  lands  in  Nevada  for  the  Boulder  Canyon 
project  Federal  reservation.  The  area  restored  in  the  various  States 
totals  4,555,920  acres;  the  area  withdrawn  amounts  to  1,211,280 
acres.  The  change  of  form  of  withdrawal  affects  6,400  acres,  and 
the  new  Federal  reservation  includes  approximately  80,000  acres. 

(h)  Openings  to  entry. — There  were  five  openings  to  entry,  subject 
to  the  reclamation  act,  of  a  total  of  185  irrigated  farm  units,  as 
follows :

Fort  Hall  project. — One  case  came  up  for  consideration  involving 
sales  of  water  rights  for  lands  in  white  ownership  in  the  Fort  Hall 
Indian  irrigation  project  under  the  act  of  March  1,  1907  (34  Stat. 
1024). 

One  irrigation  district  was  accepted  under  sections  1  and  2  of  the 
act  of  May  15,  1922  (42  Stat.  541),  permitting  the  issuance  of  patents 
for  lands  within  the  district  without  reservation  for  a  lien  under  the 
act  of  August  9,  1912  (37  Stat.  265). 

Reports  from  Geological  Survey. — Requests  in  261  cases  were  made 
to  the  Geological  Survey  for  No.  349  reports  as  to  the  oil  and  gas 
character  of  the  lands  involved,  and  187  reports  were  received. 

Under  recent  acts  of  Congress,  lands  embraced  in  reclamation 
homestead  entries  in  support  of  which  final  proof  as  to  residence, 
improvements  and  cultivation  has  been  submitted  and  accepted  are, 
even  prior  to  issuance  of  patent,  subject  to  taxation  by  the  State  and 
county  in  which  the  lands  are  located;  for  this  reason  entrymen  are 
expediting  compliance  with  the  reclamation  law  to  the  end  that  they 
may  obtain  patents. 

State  irrigation  districts. — Since  the  passage  of  the  acts  of  August 
11,  1916  (39  Stat.  506),  and  May  15,  1922  (42  Stat.  541),  applications 
by  73  districts  for  approval  have  reached  this  office,  and  58  districts, 
embracing  a  gross  area  of  2,432,258.40  acres,  have  been  approved. 
Applications  by   16  districts,  including  a  gross  area  of  323,408.09 
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acres,  have  been  finally  rejected.  Interlocutory  action  on  all  dis- 
tricts during  the  year  involved  233,354.43  acres. 

Private  irrigation  projects.— Five  reports  were  received  as  the  result 
of  investigations  of  private  irrigation  enterprises  upon  which  claimants 
and  applicants  under  the  desert  land  law  were  depending  for  their 
water  supply,  making  a  total  of  1,412  such  projects  reported  on  since 
the  adoption  of  the  regulations  of  September  30,  1910  (39  L.  D.  261). 
There  were  also  received  from  the  Geological  Survey  six  reports 
bearing  upon  the  water  supply  and  feasibility  of  these  projects  in 
connection  with  which  investigations  have  been  made.  These  cases 
are  now  pending  before  this  office  for  consideration  and  action. 

Desert  land. — Three  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-nine  cases 
under  the  desert  land  laws  were  received  during  the  year;  287  were 
pending;  approved,  737;  canceled,  543;  requirements  made  in  1,622; 
otherwise  disposed  of,  848;  not  decided,  86.  Of  the  737  approved, 
204  were  approvals  for  patenting  and  were  subsequently  patented. 

Carey  Ad. — Carey  Act  withdrawals,  segregations,  and  patent 
applications  amounting  to  657,537  acres  were  considered,  and  either 
interlocutory  or  final  action  was  taken  upon  532,990  acres  thereof, 
leaving  124,547  acres  awaiting  action.  The  total  area  now  segre- 
gated and  unpatented  is  701,472  acres. 

Pittman  Act. — There  were  pending  20  applications  and  163  were 
received;  56  were  approved;  56  canceled;  27  referred  to  the  Geological 
Survey  as  petitions  for  designation;  31  otherwise  disposed  of,  leaving 
13  awaiting  office  action.  One  patent  was  issued  and  a  number  of 
other  cases  upon  which  final  proofs  have  been  submitted  are  in  the 
field  for  investigation. 

Swamp  and  overflow  lands. — By  the  acts  of  March  2,  1849  (9  Stat. 
352),  September  28,  1850  (9  Stat.  519),  and  March  12,  1860  (12  Stat. 
3),  the  unappropriated  public  swamp  and  overflow^ed  lands,  made 
thereby  unfit  for  cultivation,  in  15  of  the  public  land  States,  w^ere 
granted  to  those  States.  There  have  been  conveyed  to  those  States 
under  these  grants  64,068,388.82  acres.  In  addition,  patents  have 
issued  for  790,465.23  acres  of  swamp  land  indemnity  under  the  act  of 
March  2,  1855  (10  Stat.  634),  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto  of 
March  3,  1857  (11  Stat.  251).  During  the  fiscal  year,  7,125.53  acres 
of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  were  approved  and  patented,  and 
claims  to  135,292.86  acres  were  rejected  or  canceled.  Claims  for 
103,319.12  acres  were  not  reached  for  action  in  1930,  and  new  claims 
were  asserted  during  the  past  year  for  144,912.93  acres,  mxaking  a 
total  of  248,232.05  acres.  Preliminary  action  was  taken  afiecting 
100,095.23  acres,  while  selections  involving  5,718.43  acres  await 
consideration  and  adjudication,  the  total  of  these  two  areas  amount- 
ing to  105,813.66  acres. 

Minnesota  and  Arkansas  drainage. — The  act  of  May  20,  1908  (35 
Stat.  169),  authorizes  the  State  of  Minnesota  to  extend  its  drainage 
laws  over  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  and  the  act  of  January 
17,  1920  (41  Stat.  392),  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  include  certain  areas 
of  public  lands  within  its  drainage  systems.  Such  laws  resulted  in  the 
consideration  of  99  cases  from  the  State  of  Minnesota  with  the  issuance 
of  2  patents,  and  14  from  Arkansas.  A  diagram  of  the  boundaries  of 
the  St.  Francis  Levee  district,  Arkansas,  was  obtained  and  will  be 
helpful  in  considering  cases  hereafter  involving  lands  in  such  districts, 
particularly  those  affected  by  the  act  of  February  28,  1929  (45  Stat. 
1410). 
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WITHDRAWALS  AND  RESTORATIONS 

Summary. — Executive  or  departmental  orders  placed  5,964,797.32 
acres  of  public  lands  in  a  state  of  reservation  under  various  applicable 
acts,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  several  orders,  and  4,920,363.64 
acres  theretofore  reserved  were  restored  to  entry  or  other  disposition. 
Some  of  the  reservations  were  in  the  nature  of  blanket  withdrawals, 
without  taking  into  account  certain  tracts  which  had  been  theretofore 
entered  or  patented,  so  that  the  totals  given  do  not  represent  with 
absolute  accuracy  the  amount  of  public,  unentered  or  undisposed  of 
land  affected.  The  withdrawals  and  restorations  made  during  the 
year  follow: 

Stock  driveways. — The  area  withdrawn  for  stock  driveway  purposes 
aggregated  25,392  acres,  and  that  released  from  such  withdrawals, 
10,657  acres. 

Air  navigation  sites. — Small  areas  of  public  land,  10,540  acres  in 
Arkansas,  California,  Idaho,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  Utah, 
Washington,  and  Wyoming  were  withdrawn  for  use  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  as  beacon  sites  or  intermediate  landing  fields  in 
the  maintenance  of  air  navigation  facilities,  and  1,960  acres  were 
released  from  such  withdrawals. 

National  forests. — There  were  added  to  national  forests  from  the 
public  domain  approximately  198,450  acres,  and  2,000  acres  excluded 
from  such  reservation  were  restored;  190  acres  were  included  in  forest 
withdrawals,  and  10,029  acres  restored  from  such  withdrawals. 

National  monuments  and  parks. — The  additions  to  national  monu- 
ments and  parks  from  the  public  domain  amounted  to  1,616,116  acres, 
and  2,030,440  acres  were  withdrawn  for  monument  or  park  classifica- 
tion; 1,960  acres  were  released  from  such  withdrawals. 

Recreational. — Public  lands  to  the  extent  of  4,022  acres  were  with- 
drawn for  recreational  classification  at  the  instance  of  States  or 
counties,  and  4,576  acres  were  restored  from  withdrawal  for  such 
purposes. 

Wild  life  rejuges. — The  additions  to  wild  life  refuges  from  the  public 
domain  amounted  to  30,771  acres,  and  4,360  acres  were  withdrawn 
for  such  classification. 

Los  Angeles,  Calij.,  water  supply. — Lands  within  the  Owens  Valley 
and  Mono  Lake  Basin,  Calif.,  were,  beginning  last  and  continuing 
this  year,  withdrawn  by  Executive  orders  to  protect  the  water  supply 
system  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  These  withdraw^als  were  followed 
and  superseded  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1931  (46 
Stat.  1530),  withdrawing  the  lands,  together  with  others  amounting 
to  approximately  400,000  acres,  for  the  same  purpose.  The  work 
involved  in  connection  with  these  withdrawals  consisted  in  reviewing 
the  reports  of  examiners  who  investigated  the  matter  in  the  field, 
determining  the  status  of  the  tracts  as  shown  by  the  records  of  this 
office,  drafting  the  Executive  orders  and  reports  on  the  several  bills 
introduced  in  Congress  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  lands  and  finally 
promulgating  the  legislative  withdrawal  with  appropriate  instructions. 

Coal. — Seventeen  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  coal 
lands  were  withdrawn  and  176,752  acres  heretofore  withdrawn  were 
restored. 

Oil. — Ninety-one  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty  acres  were 
reserved  for  classification  and  in  aid  of  the  administration  and  con- 
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trol  of  the  Government-owned  oil  and  gas  deposits;  15,189.89  acres 
heretofore  withdrawn  were  restored. 

Power-site  reserves. — One  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
acres  were  withdrawn  for  power-site  purposes  and  52,187  acres  there- 
tofore withdrawn  were  restored  to  entry,  leaving  in  reserve  on  July 
1,  1931,  2,412,210  acres. 

Classified  hydroelectric  areas. — Eighteen  thousand  three  hundred 
and  fifty-five  acres  were  classified  as  valuable  for  hydroelectric  power 
purposes  and  5,668  acres  were  restored  to  entry.  In  all,  there  have 
been  classified  and  reserved  from  entry  or  other  disposal  1,594,369 
acres. 

Water  power  designations . — Three  thousand  six  hundred  acres  were 
restored  to  entry,  making  the  total  now  designated  under  the  Arizona 
and  New  Mexico  enabling  act  and  the  Oregon  and  California  Railroad 
Co.  revestment  act  1,070,950  acres. 

Reservoir  sites. — No  withdrawals  were  made  for  reservoir  sites  and 
40  acres  were  restored  therefrom  during  the  year;  254,010  acres  are 
now  so  withdrawn. 

Public  water  reserves. — Ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty  acres 
were  withdrawn  as  public  water  reserves  and  2,405  acres  theretofore 
withdrawn  were  restored  to  entry.  On  July  1,  1931,  there  were 
427,774  acres  held  in  public  water  reserves  in  12  public-land  States 
in  addition  to  the  lands  surrounding  springs  and  water  holes  on  either 
surveyed  or  unsurveyed  public  lands. 

Reclamation. — One  million  two  hundred  and  eleven  thousand  two 
hundred  and  eighty  acres  were  withdrawn  during  the  year  for  reclama- 
tion purposes  under  the  act  of  June  17,  1902,  and  4,555,920  acres 
theretofore  withdrawn  were  restored. 

Miscellaneous. — One  hundred  thirty-one  thousand  and  twenty-five 
and  seventy-four  one-hundredths  acres  of  land  were  placed  in  a  state 
of  reservation  for  various  purposes,  other  than  those  hereinbefore 
referred  to,  either  by  Executive  or  departmental  order,  and  9,026.33 
acres  theretofore  reserved  were  restored. 

CONTESTS 

Contest  cases  before  the  office  for  consideration  totaled  3,180,  and 
of  these  2,598  were  decided,  leaving  582  for  future  action. 

INDIANS  AND  INDIAN  LANDS 

Allotment  applications. — Section  4  of  the  act  of  February  8,  1887 
(24  Stat.  388),  as  amended,  provides  for  the  allowance  of  allotments 
to  Indians  not  residing  upon  a  reservation  or  for  whose  tribe  no  reser- 
vation has  been  provided.  There  were  1,684  such  cases  considered 
and  384  patents  issued. 

Indian  homesteads. — Provision  for  Indian  homesteads  on  the  public 
lands  is  made  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1875  (18  Stat.  420),  amended 
by  the  act  of  July  4,  1884  (23  Stat.  96).  Under  such  acts  two  cases 
were  considered  and  two  patents  issued. 

Fee  and  trust  applications. — Applications  in  2,396  cases  of  fee  and 
trust  patents  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians  were  considered  and  1,172 
fee  and  188  trust  patents  were  issued. 
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Court  oj  Claims  data. — The  compilation  of  data  concerning  ceded 
Indian  reservations,  involved  in  suits  before  the  Court  of  Claims,  has 
progressed.  The  Great  Sioux,  in  which  the  plaintiffs  claim  $714,000,- 
000  (upon  which  this  office  has  been  working  for  several  years)  has 
been  rechecked  under  cooperative  agreements  with  the  General 
Accounting  Office  and  the  Department  of  Justice.  The  final  analysis 
of  this  recheck  and  report  thereon  is  nearing  completion,  A  report 
has  also  been  made  on  the  Shoshone  claim.  The  following  claims  are 
now  pending  and  will  be  examined  in  the  order  suggested  by  the 
Department  of  Justice:  Kansas  or  Kaw  Tribe,  Dwamish  et  al.,  Sagi- 
naw et  al.,  Chippewa,  Steilacoom,  Arapahoe  and  Cheyenne,  Nez 
Perce  Coos  Bay,  Indians  of  California,  Quinaielt,  Joseph's  Band  of 
Nez  Perce  Tribe,  Ponca  Tribe  in  Oklahoma  and  Nebraska,  and 
Lower  Chehalis  Indians. 

Indian  pueblo  lands. — Patents  to  non-Indians  may  issue  under  the 
act  of  June  7,  1924  (43  Stat.  636),  for  lands  within  the  tracts  con- 
firmed and  patented  to  the  Indian  pueblo  corporations  in  New 
Mexico,  or  otherwise  acquired  by  such  Indian  pueblo  corpora tions» 
The  excepted  tracts,  found  by  the  decisions  of  the  Pueblo  Lands 
Board  to  be  held  by  non-Indians  by  valid  and  indefeasible  titles  as 
against  the  title  of  the  Pueblos,  have  been  surveyed  and  patents  have 
issued  in  10  cases. 

Regulations  issued  on  June  6,  1931,  to  permit  Indians  to  make 
applications  for  stock-raising  homestead  entries  without  requiring  the 
payment  of  fees  and  commissions. 

Indian  reservation  exchanges. — The  act  of  April  21,  1904  (33  Stat. 
211),  provided  for  exchanges  of  privately  owned  lands  within  the 
Umits  of  an  Indian  reservation  for  vacant,  nonmineral,  nontimbered 
surveyed  public  lands  in  the  same  State,  in  the  interest  of  consolidat- 
ing the  Indian  reservations.  Under  this  act  268  cases  were  considered 
and  patents  issued  in  33  cases.  On  July  23,  1930,  regulations  were 
promulgated  under  the  act  of  May  23,  1930  (46  Stat.  378),  which 
eliminated  certain  lands  from  the  Tusayan  National  Forest  in  Arizona 
and  added  such  lands  to  the  Western  Navajo  Indian  Reservation  and 
provided  for  exchanges  of  any  of  such  lands  as  were  privately  owned 
for  an  equal  value  of  surveyed,  unappropriated,  unreserved,  nonmin- 
eral public  lands  in  Arizona.  Thirteen  cases  were  filed  under  this  act 
and  are  now  under  consideration.  Regulations  in  conformity  with 
the  act  of  February  21,  1931  (46  Stat.  1204),  amending  the  act  of 
May  23,  1930,  were  issued  April  2,  1931. 

Ceded  Indian  lands. — There  were  considered  3,049  cases  involving 
ceded  Indian  lands,  and  65  patents  were  issued  pursuant  to  such  sales. 
The  cases  involved  sales  and  entries  in  the  following  reservations: 
Cheyenne  River  and  Standing  Rock;  Colville,  Coeur  d'Alene;  Crow; 
Flathead;  Fort  Berthold;  Fort  Hall;  Fort  Peck;  Kiowa,  Comanche, 
Apache,  and  Wichita;  Pineridge;  Pyramid  Lake;  Rosebud;  Round 
Valley;  Shoshone;  Uintah  and  Umatilla.  Extensions  of  time  for 
payments  due  December  1,  1930,  on  entries  of  land  in  the  Cheyenne 
River  and  Standing  Rock  Reservations,  were  authorized  by  the  act 
approved  February  14,  1931  (46  Stat.  1107).  All  the  unperfected 
entries  and  purchases  were  adjudicated  by  either  allowing  extensions 
of  time,  requiring  payments,  accepting  relinquishments,  or  cancelling 
entries.  Several  tracts  of  land  in  the  south  half  of  the  Colville  Reser- 
vation in  Washington  were  opened  to  homestead  entry,  and  a  number 
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in  the  Rosebud,  S.  Dak.,  were  ordered  sold.  The  isolated  tract  law  was 
extended  to  the  portion  of  the  Crow  Reservation  in  Montana  that  was 
ceded  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.  1040),  by  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1931  (46  Stat.  1105).  The  sale  of  several  tracts  of  land  in 
the  Rosebud  Reservation,  S.  Dak.,  was  ordered  during  the  past  year. 

Chippewa  logging. — Four  timber  contracts  involving  the  sale  of 
timber  on  ceded  Chippewa  Indian  land  in  Minnesota  are  outstanding, 
three  of  which  have  heretofore  been  extended  until  July  1,  1932. 
An  application  for  extension  of  time  on  the  other  contract  was  con- 
sidered and  further  action  thereon  awaits  additional  evidence  to  be 
furnished  by  the  purchaser  involved.  These  four  contracts  involve 
32,362,000  feet  of  pine  timber.  One  case  of  timber  trespass  on  ceded 
Chippewa  Indian  lands  was  reported  during  the  year,  and  the  sum 
of  $77.77  was  accepted  in  settlement  for  this  trespass,  and  the  case  was 
closed.     Chippewa  logging  matters  were  considered  in  11  instances. 

Preemption. — The  preemption  laws  having  been  repealed  by  sec- 
tion 4  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.  1097),  there  are  now  no 
lands  subject  to  preemption  entry  under  sections  2257  and  2288  of 
the  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  except  in  the  former  Ute  Indian 
reservation  in  western  Colorado  under  agreement  of  June  15,  1880 
(21  Stat.  203),  and  the  act  of  July  28,  1882  (22  Stat.  178),  and  a  few 
tracts  in  the  former  Osage  Indian  Reservation,  which  are  subject  to 
be  taken  under  section  2  of  the  act  of  May  28,  1880  (21  Stat.  143), 
being  Osage  trust  and  diminished  reserve  lands.  There  were  62 
preemption  cases  considered,  and  11  patents  were  issued. 

STATE  GRANTS  AND  STATE  SELECTIONS 

Indemnity. — Selections  of  school  lands,  including  new  selections 
and  those  in  connection  with  which  requirements  had  been  made, 
approximating  357,772  acres,  were  received,  which,  in  addition  to 
84,287  acres  in  the  office  July  1,  1930,  totaled  442,059  acres.  Of 
this  amount,  109,267  acres  were  approved  and  title  conveyed  to  the 
States,  5,111  acres  canceled,  requirements  made  as  to  232,691  acres, 
and  37,320  acres  otherwise  disposed  of,  leaving  57,670  acres  awaiting 
consideration. 

Quantity  selections  under  grants  for  specific  purposes. — New  selec- 
tions for  62,536  acres,  and  selections  in  connection  with  which  require- 
ments had  been  made  embracing  231,108  acres,  together  with  32,764 
acres  not  theretofore  considered,  totaled  326,408  acres;  89,180  acres 
were  approved  and  title  conveyed  to  the  States,  3,898  acres  were 
canceled,  requirements  were  made  as  to  161,081  acres,  and  23,067 
acres  otherwise  disposed  of,  leaving  49,182  acres. 

Deeds  were  accepted  from  the  State  of  Nevada  conveying  to  the 
United  States  27,000  acres  of  State-owned  lands,  in  furtherance  of 
the  exchange  grant  of  30,000  acres  made  by  the  act  of  June  8,  1926 
(44  Stat.,  pt.  2,  708),  under  w^hich  grant  all  minerals  will  be  reserved 
to  the  United  States  in  the  lands  conveyed  to  the  State  in  exchange. 

Conveyances  amounting  to  15,959  acres  were  made  to  the  States, 
with  reservation  of  certain  mineral  deposits  to  the  United  States, 
including  coal,  phosphate,  nitrogen,  potash,  oil  and  gas,  or  oil  shale. 

Title  to  11,587  acres  was  conveyed  to  certain  States  under  cooper- 
ative agreements  providing  for  the  exchange  of  school-section  lands 
within  the  boundaries  of  national  forests  for  other  lands  within  such 
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boundaries.  In  all,  there  has  been  conveyed  to  the  States  pursuant 
to  such  agreements  an  aggregate  of  819,399  acres. 

School  sections. — The  act  of  January  25,  1927  (44  Stat.,  pt.  2,  1026), 
granting  mineral  school  sections  to  the  several  States,  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  this  office  to  determine  whether  the  various  school  sections 
pass  to  the  States  under  the  original  granting  acts  as  nonmineral 
land  or  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  1927  as  mineral  land. 

One  hundred  thirty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three 
acres  of  school-section  land  were  listed,  which  with  211,192  acres  on 
hand  totaled  348,065;  171,457  acres  were  disposed  of,  leaving  176,608 
acres  not  reached.

RAILROAD  GRANTS  AND  SELECTIONS 

Railroad  and  wagon-road  listings  and  selections  were  received  to 
the  extent  of  130,025.34  acres;  112,108.67  acres  were  certified  or 
patented  in  satisfaction  of  such  grants;  2,278.35  acres  of  selections 
were  rejected,  the  total  acreage  adjudicated  being  133,980.87. 

Northern  Pacific  Railway  Co. — The  act  approved  June  25,  1929 
(46  Stat.  41),  altered  and  amended  the  land  grants  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad  (now  Railway)  Co.,  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1864 
(13  Stat.  365),  and  the  joint  resolution  of  May  31,  1870  (16  Stat.  378), 
declared  forfeited  certain  claimed  rights  of  the  company  and  directed 
the  institution  and  prosecution  of  proceedings  looking  to  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  grants  and  for  other  purposes.  The  suit  authorized  by 
said  act  has  been  instituted  by  the  Attorney  General,  in  the  District 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Washington, 
Northern  Division,  Equity  No.  4389.  .  Responding  to  requests  of  the 
Attorney  General,  maps,  diagrams,  copies  of  papers  and  approxi- 
mately 50  tabulations,  covering  some  of  the  points  involved  in  the 
grants  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  (now  Railway)  Co.,  were 
prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  Justice.  Pending 
requests  for  additional  data  (two  in  number),  will  be  taken  care  of 
within  the  next  30  days. 

Railroad  adjustment. — The  w^ork  of  adjusting  the  following  seven 
railroad  land  grants  was  completed:  Minneapolis  &  Cedar  Valley, 
Winona  &  St.  Peter,  Southern  Minnesota,  Southern  Minnesota  Exten- 
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sion,  Hastings  &  Dakota,  Lake  Superior  &  Mississippi,  and  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  Cos.  All  of  these  adjustments,  except  that  of  the 
Union  Pacific,  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  and  the  grants  closed. 
The  adjustment  of  the  Union  Pacific  grant  has  been  approved  by 
the  Secretary  but  the  grant  has  not  yet  been  formally  closed. 

The  work  of  adjustment  of  the  above  grants  necessitated  a  careful 
tract  book,  survey  plat,  and  grant  plat  examination  of  each  smallest 
legal  subdivision  on  approximately  26,000,000  acres  of  granted  and 
indemnity  land  and  the  transfer  of  the  former  and  present  status 
thereof  to  the  adjustment  sheets.  In  effect  this  work  means  the 
complete  reexamination  of  every  transaction  heretofore  made  in  con- 
nection with  each  grant  with  regard  to  the  then  existing  law  or  as 
since  changed  by  legislation  and  decisions  of  the  department  and 
courts. 

The  adjustment  of  another  grant  is  now  progressing  rapidly,  viz, 
St.  Paul  &  Pacific,  main  line  and  branches,  now  Great  Northern 
Railway  Co. 

Five  of  the  ten  adjustments  reported  as  completed  last  year,  viz, 
Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Texas;  New  Orleans  Pacific;  Kansas  Pacific, 
Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph;  and  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railroad  Cos.; 
and  one  of  those  reported  as  completed  in  1929,  viz,  Wisconsin  Central 
Railroad  Co.,  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  and  the  grants  closed. 

REVESTED  OREGON  &  CALIFORNIA  RAILROAD  AND  COOS  BAY 
WAGON  ROAD  GRANT  LANDS 

The  act  of  June  9,  1916  (39  Stat.  218),  revested  in  the  United 
States  the  titles  to  certain  lands  formerly  granted  to  the  Oregon  & 
California  Railroad  Co.  and  provided  that  the  lands  should  be  sepa- 
rated into  three  groups  or  classes,  to  wit:  (1)  Power  sites,  (2)  timber, 
(3)  agricultural  lands.  The  classifications  made  under  said  act  and 
the  status  of  the  lands  June  30,  1931,  were  as  follows: 

1.  Power-site  lands:  57,143.23  acres,  containing  825,754,000  feet 
board  measure  of  timber,  are  embraced  in  power  projects  or  with- 
drawals for  power-site  purposes.  The  Federal  Power  Commission 
has  jurisdiction  over  these  projects  and  withdrawals  under  the 
Federal  water  power  act  of  June  10,  1920  (41  Stat.  1063).  The 
timber  thereon  is,  however,  subject  to  sale  under  the  act  of  June  4, 
1920  (41  Stat.  758),  in  the  same  manner  as  timber  on  land  classified 
as  timber  land  in  character  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of 
June  9,  1916. 

2.  Timber  lands:  2,886,327,000  feet  board  measure  of  timber  on 
95,963.29  acres  have  been  sold  and  patented  to  private  individuals 
and  corporations  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  revestment  act  and 
acts  amendatory  or  supplemental  thereto;  30,585,257,000  feet  board 
measure  of  timber  on  1,132,062.61  acres  remain  unsold. 

3.  Agricultural  lands:  (1)  1,069,279.72  acres  have  been  classified 
as  agricultural  in  character  with  a  present  status  as  follows: 

(a.)   205,418.78  acres  have  been  patented. 

(6.)    79,091.29  acres  are  embraced  in  pending  entries. 

(c.)    771,426.05  acres  are  vacant  but  subject  to  entry. 

(2)  Cut-over  lands: 

(a.)    1,410.67  acres  have  been  patented. 
(6.)    2,854.78  acres  are  embraced  in  pending  entries, 
(c.)    9,078.15  acres  are  vacant  and  subject  to  entry.

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Two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven  and  fifty-six  one  hun- 
dredths acres  have  been  withdrawn  for  recreational  purposes  at  the 
instance  of  municipalities  and  the  State  of  Oregon  under  the  acts  of 
June  14,  1926  (44  Stat.  741),  and  April  13,  1928  (45  Stat.  429). 

The  foregoing  does  not  embrace  the  areas  within  the  indemnity 
limits  of  the  grant  to  the  Oregon  &  California  Railroad  Co.,  which  at 
the  date  of  the  revestment  act,  June  9,  1916,  were  unsurveyed  and 
included  in  national  forests.  These  lands  are  discussed  under  item 
13-k  in  the  decree  of  September  15,  1925,  of  the  District  Court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  district  of  Oregon  in  the  case  of  United  States 
V.  Oregon  &  California  Railroad  Co.,  8  Federal  Reporter,  second 
series  645.  With  the  exception  of  1,120  acres,  these  lands  are  now 
surveyed  and  the  total  acreage  has  been  found  to  be  526,884.18  acres. 
Such  lands  have  not  been  cruised  or  classified  and  no  information  as 
to  their  character  or  value  can  be  furnished.  They  were,  however, 
before  survey  paid  for  as  revested  lands  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  acre 
in  conformity  with  such  court  decree.

Act  of  February  26,  1919  (40  Stat.  1179) 

The  lands  acquired  from  the  Southern  Oregon  Co.,  formerly  granted 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  have  been 
classified  as  follows: 

1.  Power  site,  5,110.87  acres.  These  power-site  lands  contain 
181,460,000  feet,  board  measure,  of  timber.  The  timber,  however,  is 
subject  to  sale  under  the  act  of  June  4,  1920  (41  Stat.  758). 

2.  Timber  land,  55,803.77  acres,  containing  2,177,302,000  feet,  board 
measure,  of  timber.  Of  this,  14,908.83  acres,  containing  608,749,000 
feet  of  timber  have  been  sold  to  private  individuals  and  corporations 
under  the  acts  of  February  26,  1919  (40  Stat.

Stat.  758),  and  May  17,  1928  (45  Stat.  597),  leaving  40,894.94  acres 
with  a  stand  of  1,568,553,000  feet,  board  measure,  of  timber  unsold.

ih)  Restoration  of  Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  lands  to  entry. — Reconveyed 
Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  lands  within  the  Roseburg  land  district, 
comprising  1,640  acres,  were  restored  to  homestead  entry,  which  with 
restorations  heretofore  reported  make  a  total  of  31,378.15  acres. 
This  total  includes  8,641.15  acres  of  patented  agricultural  lands, 
5,927.48  acres  embraced  in  pending  entries,  16,489.52  acres  of  vacant 
lands,  and  320  acres  of  cut-over  lands,  200  acres  of  which  have  been 
patented. 

(c)  Oregon  and  California  timber  sales. — Pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  June  9,  1916  (39  Stat.  218),  and  May  17,  1928  (45  Stat. 
597,  Public  Nos.  415  and  417),  50  sales  of  timber  were  made,  involving 
5,130.22  acres  of  land,  containing  156,151,600  feet  board  measure  of 
timber,  for  which  the  sum  of  $256,559.55  was  received.     Total  sales 
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to  date  795,  involving  106,187.22  acres,  containing  2,359,977,980  feet 
board  measure  of  timber,  for  which  $5,909,149.64  has  been  realized. 

(d)  Coos  Bay  tiinher  soles. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of 
June  9,  1916  (39  Stat.  218);  Februarv  26,  1919  (40  Stat.  1179),  and 
May  17,  1928  (45  Stat.  597,  Public  Nos.  415  and  417),  3  sales  of  timber 
were  made,  involving  200  acres  of  land,  containing  11,320,000  feet 
board  measure  of  timber,  for  which  the  sum  of  $20,710  was  received. 
Total  sales  to  date  96,  involving  17,220.78  acres,  containing 
686,072,000  feet  board  measure  of  timber  for  which  $1,592,614.84  has 
been  received. 

{e)  Claim  under  color  of  title. — One  apphcation  for  40  acres  of  re- 
vested Oregon  &  California  Railroad  grant  land,  classified  as  agricul- 
tural in  character  and  claimed  under  the  so-called  color  of  title  act  of 
December  22,  1928  (45  Stat.  1069),  was  approved. 

( /)  Extension  of  time  in  which  to  cut  timber  granted. — Under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  May  19,  1930  (46  Stat.  369),  authorizing  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  to  extend  the  time  for  cutting  and  removing  timber 
from  revested  and  reconveyed  lands  in  Oregon  under  the  acts  of  June  9, 
1916  (39  Stat.  218),  and  February  26,  1919  (40  Stat.  1179),  three 
extensions  have  been  granted,  involving  1,913.79  acres,  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  provided  by  Circular  1235  of  January  23,  1931,  pro- 
mulgated under  said  act  of  May  19,  1930. 

{g)  Exchanges. — Through  the  consummation  of  one  exchange  of 
reconseyed  Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  timber  land,  patent  issued  for  200 
acres  under  the  acts  of  May  31,  1918  (40  Stat.  593),  and  June  4,  1920 
(41  Stat.  758),  in  lieu  of  153.70  acres,  and  a  cash  consideration  of 
$2,460. 

(h)  Oregon  and  California  tax  unit  act  July  13,  1926  {44  Stat.  915). — 
Payment  to  18  counties  in  Oregon,  of  amounts  of  monies  in  lieu  of 
taxes  involving  approximately  2,300,000  acres  of  land  revested  in  the 
Government  under  the  act  of  June  9,  1916  (39  Stat.  218),  is  made  by 
the  United  States  under  the  act  of  July  13,  1926  (44  Stat.,  part  2, 
915).  The  rates  are  fixed  by  the  lawful  annual  levies  on  privately 
owned  lands  in  the  several  counties  and  the  valuations  are  those  used 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  the  payment  of  the  accrued  taxes 
for  the  year  1915.  The  counties  present  their  claims  annually  and 
they  are  checked  and  audited  by  this  office,  and  certified  for  payment 
if  found  correct.  It  is  necessary  to  determine  from  the  records  and 
the  proofs  submitted,  not  only  the  State  and  county  tax  but  also 
whether  the  land  is  subject  to  the  school,  high  school,  road,  port,  or 
other  special  district  tax  claimed.  A  special  set  of  records  is  kept 
w^here  each  disposal  of  revested  lands  is  noted.  The  auditing  and 
adjudication  of  the  claims  has  resulted  in  net  deductions  on  all  claims, 
or  saving  to  the  Government  of  approximately  $307,500.

TOWN    SITES,    PARKS,    AND    CEMETERIES 

Huntley  irrigation  project,  Montana. — Lots  in  the  town  sites  of  Anita, 
Ballantine,  and  Huntley  were  appraised  in  the  sum  of  $6,499,  and  a 
large  number  of  these  lots  were  sold  for  prices  slightly  in  excess  of  the 
appraisals  thereof. 

Warren,  Idaho. — The  sale  of  lots  in  the  town  site  of  Warren,  Idaho, 
was  ordered  for  June  30,  1931.  The  minimimi  price  of  lots  in  this 
town  site  is  fixed  by  section  2384  of  the  United  States  Revised  Statutes, 
and  the  sum  of  $4  is  added  for  each  additional  1,000  square  feet  or 
fraction  thereof  in  excess  of  4,200  square  feet. 

Acequia,  Idaho. — Regulations  were  approved  March  11,  1931, 
directing  the  sale  of  lots  in  the  town  site  of  Acequia,  Idaho.  The 
appraisals  of  such  lots  vary  from  $5  to  $100. 

Nenana,  Alaska. — Sale  of  town  lots  in  the  town  site  of  Nenana, 
Alaska,  was  directed  on  August  28,  1930,  and  on  Ma}^  15,  1931,  the 
town  site  trustee  reported  that  105  lots  had  been  sold  for  a  total  sum 
of  $2,088.63. 

Eastline,  Nev. — The  sale  of  lots  in  the  town  site  of  Eastline,  Nev., 
was  held  on  March  4,  1931,  with  a  minimum  price  of  $10  per  lot  of 
4,200  square  feet,  and  for  each  additional  1,000  square  feet  or  less  an 
additional  charge  of  $4  was  made.  The  sum  of  $435  was  realized 
from  this  sale. 

Tulelake,  Calif. — Regulations  were  approved  governing  the  sale  of 
lots  in  the  town  site  of  Tulelake,  Calif.,  and  the  appraised  value  of 
these  lots  ranges  from  $55  to  $250.  There  were  130  lots  disposed  of 
in  this  town  site. 

Rupert,  Idaho.— Vnder  the  act  of  February  14,  1931  (46  Stat.  1102), 
the  relinquishment  by  the  United  States  of  7  acres  of  land  in  Idaho 
to  the  town  of  Rupert,  Idaho,  was  provided  for  and  final  certificate 
has  been  issued  on  this  case  and  patent  will  be  granted  in  the  near 
future. 

Napa,  Calif. — Certain  lands  were  granted  to  the  town  of  Napa, 
Calif.,  under  the  act  of  July  3,  1930  (46  Stat.  851),  for  the  protection 
of  the  water  supply,  and  on  November  15,  1930,  patent  for  320  acres 
was  issued  under  the  said  act. 

Town-site  summary. — Seven  hundred  and  fourteen  town-lot  cases 
were  considered  and  207  lots  were  patented.  Town-site  matters  were 
considered  in  48  instances  and  2  patents  were  issued. 
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Pensacola,  Fla.— The  act  of  January  12,  1925  (43  Stat.  738),  pro- 
vides for  the  confirmation  by  patent  of  lands  held  under  chain  of 
title,  legal  or  equitable,  for  a  period  of  20  years  preceding  the  act. 
There  were  9  cases  considered  under  this  act  and  3  cases  were  patented. 

Parks  and  cemeteries. — Limited  amounts  of  public  lands  may  be 
purchased  under  the  act  of  September  30,  1890  (26  Stat.  502),  and  the 
act  of  March  1,  1907  (34  Stat.  1052),  for  the  purposes  of  creating 
parks  and  establishing  cemeteries.  Eighteen  cases  of  parks  and  1 
application  for  cemetery  lands  were  considered  and  3  patents  issued 
for  park  lands. 

Park,  Phoenix,  Ariz. — A  contest  between  the  city  of  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
involving  its  grant  for  park  purposes  under  the  act  of  June  7,  1924  (43 
Stat.  643),  and  certain  stock-raising  homestead  claimants,  was  de- 
cided on  January  4,  1931,  in  favor  of  the  city  of  Phoenix  for  approxi- 
mately 900  acres. 

Camping  grounds  near  Havre,  Mont. — A  tract  of  approximately 
9,000  acres  of  land  near  the  city  of  Havre,  Mont.,  was  heretofore 
withdrawn  under  section  12  of  the  act  of  February  11,  1915  (38  Stat. 
807),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  September  7,  1916  (39  Stat.  739),  and 
reserved  as  a  camping  ground  for  the  general  public.  A  number  of 
persons  were  using  this  land  for  pasturage  and  grazing  purposes,  and 
much  correspondence  was  had  in  connection  therewith,  which  resulted 
in  the  granting  of  an  injunction  on  May  9,  1931,  against  such  persons 
restraining  them  from  using  this  land  for  pasturage  or  grazing 
purposes. 

Women's  Home  Mission,  Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex. — On  July  15, 1930,  the  act 
of  June  19,  1930  (46  Stat.  784),  was  promulgated,  which  relinquished 
any  and  all  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  Women's  Board  of  Home 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  and  to  a  tract  of  unsurveyed 
land  in  Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex. 

ALASKA 

Trade  and  manufacturing  sites. — The  sale  of  lands  in  Alaska  for 
trade,  manufacturing,  or  other  productive  industry  is  authorized  by 
section  10  of  the  act  of  May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.  413).  In  conformity 
with  such  law,  43  cases  were  considered  and  1  patent  issued,  while 
the  remainder  await  further  evidence  to  be  furnished  by  the  applicants. 

Five-acre  tracts,  Alaska. — Purchase  of  5-acre  tracts  in  Alaska  is 
provided  for  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1927  (44  Stat.  1364).  Two  cases 
based  on  such  act  were  considered. 

Fur  farming,  stock  grazing,  and  town  lots. — The  facts  respecting  fur 
farming  and  stock  grazing  are  given  in  the  chapter  '' Leases,"  while 
those  concerning  town  lots  are  grouped  along  with  those  from  the 
States  under  ''Town  sites,  parks,  and  cemeteries." 

Exportation  of  timber. — Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
April  12,  1926  (44  Stat.  242),  two  important  cases  involving  Alaska 
timber  were  considered.  In  one  an  extension  of  time  was  granted 
within  which  to  complete  the  contract  involving  approximately 
40,680,000  feet  of  commercial  timber  and  207,200  cords  of  pulpwood 
in  the  Susitna  Valley.  The  other  was  the  approval  of  a  contract 
covering  approximately  40,000,000  feet  of  birch  timber  from  about 
64,000  acres  on  the  west  side  of  Knick  Arm,  opposite  Anchorage.

NEW  LAWS

Memoranda  or  proposed  reports  were  prepared  and  submitted 
for  your  consideration  on  a  total  of  77  bills  pending  before  the  com- 
mittees of  Congress.  Seventy-two  public  or  private  acts,  affecting 
the  activities  of  this  office,  became  laws  through  the  approval  of  the 
President.  Instructions  or  regulations  (and  status  notations)  affect-" 
ing  66  of  such  acts  were  promulgated. 

REPAYMENTS 

The  laws  governing  repayments,  the  act  of  June  16,  1880  (21  Stat. 
287),  and  the  act  of  March  26,  1908  (35  Stat.  48),  as  amended  by  the 
act  of  December  11,  1919  (41  Stat.  366),  provide  for  the  return  of 
moneys  received  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  public  lands  and 
covered  into  the  United  States  Treasury.  Repayment  may  be  made 
to  the  land  applicant,  his  heirs  or  assigns;  where  lands  have  been 
erroneously  sold ;  where  payments  have  been  made  in  excess  of  lawful 
requirement;  and  where  applications,  entries,  and  proofs  have  been 
rejected,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  or  attempted  fraud. 

Under  said  laws  there  were  stated  130  accounts,  allowing  repay- 
ment of  $15,031.87,  and  137  claims  for  repayment  were  denied.  The 
number  of  claims  allowed  includes  two  accounts  granting  repayment  of 
$1,883.73  received  in  connection  with  sales  of  Indian  reservation  lands 
and  repaid  from  Indian  trust  funds.

TRACT  BOOK  NOTATIONS 

Notations  were  made  numbering  165,048.  These  include  71,523 
appeals  and  other  miscellaneous  cases,  1,065  Indian  allotments,  5,945 
final  and  cash  certificates,  195  oil  and  gas  applications,  314  coal  appli- 
cations, 12,366  original  entries,  and  455  plats  posted. 

Posting  and  preliminary  examination. — Original  entries  posted, 
12,366;  examined,  12,948;  passed,  9,912;  suspended  for  defects  or  held 
for  further  action  on  account  of  confficts,  3,036.  The  number  12,948 
contains  8,087  stock-raising  homesteads. 

Ap [plications  for  permits  and  leases,  act  February  25,  1920. — Oil  and 
gas  applications,  195;  coal  applications,  314. 

Withdrawals  and  classifications. — Withdrawals,  etc.,  in  1,455  letters 
and  executive  orders  were  noted,  among  which  are  withdrawals  for 
stock  driveways,  national  forests,  power-site  reserves  and  classifica- 
tions, restored  lists,  designations  under  the  various  homestead  acts, 
classifications,  etc. 
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Cancellations  and  relinquishments. — One  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty -nine  entries  were  canceled  for  failure  to  make  final  proof  within 
the  statutory  period  and  3,320  were  relinquished  and  noted. 

Status  cases. — Status  was  furnished  in  35,807  cases  for  adjudicating 
clerks. 

TRESPASS 

Timber,  coal,  gravel,  and  turpentine. — There  were  1,664  cases  of  tres- 
pass on  the  public  domain  adjudicated.  The  Government  received 
and  accepted  as  damages  for  these  trespasses  the  sum  of  $23,164.32. 
This  sum  includes  money  accepted  in  settlement  for  coal,  timber, 
gravel,  and  turpentine  trespasses.  Suits  w^ere  recommended  in  three 
cases  to  recover  the  sums  totaling  $4,069.25  for  trespasses  committed 
on  the  public  lands.  Judgments  were  obtained  in  six  cases  for  sums 
amounting  to  $1,094.85.  Regulations  were  amended  on  March  6, 
1931,  in  connection  with  the  acceptance  of  settlement  sums  in  inno- 
cent and  wilful  trespasses  of  coal. 

Unlawful  inclosures.—The  act  of  February  25,  1885  (23  Stat.  321), 
forbids  and  prohibits  the  unlawful  inclosure  of  public  lands  by  persons 
who  have  no  claim  or  color  of  title  thereto.  Under  this  act  74  cases 
were  considered  and  in  a  few  instances  the  fences  were  removed,  which 
released  from  such  unlawful  inclosures,  several  thousand  acres  of  pub- 
lic land. 

PRIVATE  LAND  CLAIMS 

In  the  early  history  of  this  Government  much  legislation  was  en- 
acted concerning  disputes  and  claims  arising  from  private  land  grants 
from  Great  Britain,  Spain,  France,  and  Mexico  for  lands  in  the  United 
States.  Some  acts  of  Congress  provided  for  confirmation  of  these 
claims  and  the  issuance  of  patent,  but  in  many  of  the  acts  of  Congress 
the  only  evidence  of  the  relinquishment  of  the  presumptive  title  of  the 
United  States,  has  been  certificates  of  boards  of  commissioners  or 
decrees  of  court.  Many  of  these  certificates  were  never  recorded  on 
county  records,  or  lapse  of  time,  fires,  divisions  of  counties,  and  other 
causes  make  them  unavailable  as  evidence  of  title.  Congress  has  by 
later  legislation  authorized  the  issuance  of  patents  where  the  confirm- 
atory legislation  did  not  require  patents.  Many  examiners  of  titles 
now  require  the  issuance  of  patents  in  all  cases  where  the  land  was 
entered  as  public  land  of  the  United  States  or  confirmed  under  a  pre- 
existing claim  of  title.  The  issuance  of  patents  on  such  tracts  is  an 
important  part  of  the  work  of  this  office,  although  no  public  land  is 
disposed  of  under  such  patents.  During  the  year  121  cases  of  this 
type  were  considered  and  23  patents  were  issued.  Patents  were  issued 
for  three  private  land  claims  in  Louisiana,  for  lands  to  be  used  in  the 
establishment  of  a  fish  hatchery  by  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries.  Numer- 
ous inquiries  were  received  and  answered  concerning  such  private  land 
claims,  reservations  of  minerals  therein,  the  original  Spanish  and 
Mexican  plats,  and  whether  or  not  lands  situated  between  a  meander 
line  of  the  survey  and  a  water  course  were  included  in  the  patent. 
Several  attempts  have  been  made  through  correspondence  to  reopen 
and  retry  the  question  as  to  the  validity  of  the  original  grant. 

Private  land  claims  in  Calijornia. — Since  1926  homestead  applications 
have  been  filed  at  the  Los  Angeles  (Calif.)  land  office  for  lands  within 
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confirmed  and  patented  private  land  claims.  These  applications  were 
induced  by  representations  that  the  claims  were  fraudulent  and  void, 
and  that  attorneys  had  been  employed  to  prosecute  appeals  before 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  in  the  courts  to  secure  the  cancel- 
lation of  such  patents.  The  representations  made  in  connection  with 
the  first  applications  were  urged  with  such  intensity  and  such  specious- 
ness  of  argument  that  it  was  thought  necessary  to  give  the  matter 
full  and  careful  consideration,  not  only  for  the  protection  of  any 
interest  that  the  United  States  might  have,  but  also  for  the  protection 
of  those  claiming  under  the  outstanding  patents. 

The  representations  made  in  connection  with  each  claim  were 
carefully  considered,  the  original  records  on  file  were  examined,  and 
in  each  instance  it  was  found  necessary  to  reject  all  of  the  applications 
presented.  The  published  decisions  relating  thereto  are  as  follows: 
Ben  McLendon,  49  L.  D.  548;  John  Adams  et  al,  51  L.  D.  591;  and 
Asa  Monika  Williams,  52  L.  D.  491. 

Under  date  of  July  6,  1931,  over  500  such  applications  were  re- 
jected by  the  department,  following  numerous  prior  rulings  involving 
various  patented  Mexican  grants  in  California.  In  June,  1931,  a 
renewal  of  such  applications,  the  filing  of  which  had  been  suspended 
by  the  promoters  of  the  scheme,  was  begun  at  the  Los  Angeles  land 
office. 

It  having  been  developed  that  the  filing  of  such  applications  and 
the  prosecuting  of  appeals  from  their  rejection  w^ere  being  used  simply 
as  a  cloak  to  secure  '^ expense  money"  from  the  applicants,  who  re- 
ceived no  benefit,  and  could  hope  for  no  benefit  through  the  filing  of 
such  an  application,  on  July  31,  1931,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  with  departmental  approval,  gave  instructions  to  the 
Register  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  to  return  all  such  applications,  together 
with  any  money  tendered  therewith,  to  the  person  from  whom  received, 
and  to  advise  him,  or  them,  that  the  land  was  not  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  his  office  and  that  he  could  not  receive  such  applications. 

EXCHANGES 

Various  acts  provide  for  exchanging  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  for  those  in  private  ownership. 

The  exchanges,  with  unimportant  exceptions,  are  limited  to  the 
relinquishment  of  private  holdings  located  within  the  exterior  limits 
of  Government  or  Indian  reservations.  The  considerations  given  by 
the  United  States  for  the  recovery  of  such  titles  vary  with  the  acts 
under  which  the  ''swaps"  are  made.  In  some,  even  areas,  in  others, 
equality  of  values  control.  The  inherent  weakness  in  all,  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  Government,  is  that  the  initiative  rests  with  the 
private  owner.  He  must  seek  the  exchange.  No  matter  how  desirable 
it  may  be  to  secure  the  lands,  there  is  no  way  in  which  the  Government 
may  compel  the  transfer.  The  right  of  eminent  domain  may  not  be 
exercised  in  such  cases.  Among  the  several  acts  of  general  and  the 
multitude  of  those  of  special  application,  the  act  to  consolidate 
national  forest  lands,  approved  March  20,  1922  (42  Stat.  465),  with 
its  amendments  and  extensions,  has  proved  the  most  satisfactory,  and 
the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  36),  the  most  disastrous  to  the  interest 
of  the  Government. 
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Exchanges  under  the  forest  consoHdation  act  of  March  20,  1922  are 
limited  to  the  relinquishment  of  privately-owned  lands  within  forests 
and  in  lieu  thereof  the  selection  of  Government  lands  or  timber  within 
the  forests  of  the  State  in  which  the  land  surrendered  is  situated.  The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  must  find  that  the  privately  owned  lands  are 
chiefly  valuable  for  national  forest  purposes  and  so  certify  in  presenting 
the  offer  to  the  Interior  Department,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
may  exercise  his  discretion  in  the  acceptance  of  such  offer. 

The  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  36),  was  amended  by  the  act  of 
June  6,  1900  (31  Stat.  614).  The  act  so  amended  was  repealed,  with 
certain  exceptions,  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1905  (33  Stat.  1264).  The 
original  act  provided  that  a  tract  covered  by  an  unperfected,  bona 
fide  claim  or  by  patent  located  within  the  limits  of  public  forest  reser- 
vations, might  be  relinquished  to  the  Government  and  the  owner 
might  select  in  lieu  thereof,  a  tract  of  unreserved  land,  vacant  and 
open  to  settlement,  not  exceeding  the  area  of  the  tract  relinquished. 

As  construed,  the  act  permitted  the  selection  of  unsurveyed  lands. 
The  act  of  June  6,  1900,  restricted  selection  made  on  or  after  October 
1,  1900,  to  surveyed  areas  but  protected  the  selections  made  on  unsur- 
veyed lands  prior  to  the  time  that  the  amendatory  act  became  effective. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1905,  repealing  the  original  and  the  amendatory 
acts,  recognized  valid  selections  then  pending  and  provided  that  if 
any  such  selection  should  fail,  through  no  fault  of  the  selector,  a  new 
selection  might  be  made.  The  repealing  act  also  confirmed  contracts 
that  had  theretofore  been  entered  into  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  for  the  relinquishment  of  certain  areas  and  their  future  satis- 
faction by  selection. 

Frauds  committed  in  operations  under  the  acts  and  the  prosecution 
of  the  perpetrators  attracted  widespread  attention  and  contributed, 
no  doubt  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  repeal  of  the  acts.  Perhaps  no 
other  public  land  law  so  utterly  failed  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  its 
sponsors  as  the  act  of  June  4,  1897.  It  was  designed  to  extend  relief 
to  the  hardy  pioneer  who  had  pushed  forward  into  the  wilderness  with 
the  expectation  that  neighbors  would  follow  and  that  he  would,  in 
due  season,  secure  the  advantages  of  schools,  churches,  etc.  It  was 
also  thought  that  the  Government  would  profit  by  securing  a  return 
of  the  title  acquired  by  the  settler  to  the  end  that  it  might  have  undis- 
puted control  over  the  timber  areas.  When  it  came  to  the  test  the 
settler  did  not  care  to  abandon  his  forest  home  and  instead  of  securing 
a  relinquishment  of  his  claim  the  Government  received  the  surrender 
of  lands  held  in  private  owmership,  which  had  been  cut  over  or  other- 
wise were  of  little  or  no  value  to  the  owners.  It  gave  in  exchange  for 
such  worthless  tracts  some  of  the  most  valuable  timber  and  farm 
tracts  on  the  public  domain. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  traffic  in  these  cut-over  or  otherwise 
undesirable  areas  and  their  ^'dumping"  on  the  Government,  which  in 
themselves  were  not  unlawful,  led  to  the  fraudulent  practices  that 
were  not  fully  corrected  until  the  law  was  repealed. 

Many  of  these  selections  made  prior  to  October  1,  1900,  were  for 
unsurveyed  lands  situated  in  remote  regions  into  which  the  public 
land  surveyor  has  not  found  his  way.  Patents  may  not  issue  until 
the  lands  are  properly  identified  by  approved  survey  lines.  The  con- 
sequence is  that  quite  a  number  of  such  selections  are  in  the  files 
awaiting  survey  and  adjustments  thereto. 
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Transactions  during  the  year  under  the  various  exchange  acts 
follow : 

Forest  lieu  selection,  act  oj  June  4,  1897,  and  acts  amendatory. — There 
were  220  cases  of  this  character  considered  and  39  patents  issued. 

Forest  consolidation. — Consideration,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  March  20,  1922  (42  Stat.  465),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  February 
28,  1925  (43  Stat.  1090),  was  given  to  913  cases,  and  patents  were 
issued  in  49.  The  national  forest  gained  178,875.25  acres  through 
such  exchanges. 

Lincoln  National  Forest,  N.  A/ex.— Certain  privately  owned  lands 
within  the  Lincoln  National  Forest  in  New  Mexico  may  be  exchanged 
for  an  equal  value  of  nonmineral,  nonirrigable  grazing  land  of  the 
public  domain,  within  that  State,  not  suitable  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses except  for  raising  grass,  under  the  act  of  February  7,  1929  (45 
Stat.  1154).  Two  cases  were  filed  under  this  act.  One  involves 
10,000  acres  of  forest  land  and  several  actions  were  taken  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  and  it  is  now^  pending  on  appeal  from  a  decision 
rendered  May  20,  1931.  The  other  awaits  action  on  the  part  of  the 
applicant,  the  act  of  February  14,  1923  (42  Stat.  1245),  provides 
for  similar  exchanges  to  that  above.  Five  cases  thereunder  were 
reviewed,  involving  42,600  acres  of  land.  The  acceptance  of  title 
thereto  by  the  Government  is  now  under  consideration. 

Migratory  bird  refuge.  Bear  River,  Utah. — The  purpose  of  the  act  of 
February  15,  1929  (45  Stat.  1186),  is  to  secure  for  the  Government 
title  to  certain  privately  owned  lands  in  Utah  in  order  to  establish 
the  Bear  River  Migratory  Bird  Refuge.  The  plan  contemplates 
relinquishment  of  such  privately  owned  lands  to  the  Government, 
the  owner  to  receive,  through  exchange,  title  to  other  lands  belonging 
to  the  United  States  in  the  State  of  Utah.  Three  cases  under  the  act 
were  filed,  received  preliminary  action,  and  now  await  additional 
evidence  to  be  supplied  by  the  proponents. 

Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park. — The  exchange  of  a  tract  of  pri- 
vately owned  land  within  the  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park,  under 
the  act  of  April  19,  1930  (46  Stat.  222),  was  consummated. 

Craters  of  the  Moon  National  Monument,  Idaho. — Authority  was 
conferred  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  the  act  of  February  21, 
1931  (46  Stat.  1206),  to  effect  exchanges  of  certain  privately  owned 
land  within  the  Craters  of  the  Moon  National  Monument,  Idaho,  for 
an  equal  value  of  reserved  lands  in  that  State.  Regulations  were 
issued  May  2,  1931,  in  connection  with  the  act  and  an  application 
embracing  all  of  the  private  holdings  in  the  said  monument  was  filed. 
Final  action  thereon  awaits  the  elimination  of  conflicts  with  the 
land  selected. 

Petrified  Forest  National  Monument. — Elimination  of  private  land- 
owners from  the  Petrified  Forest  National  Monument  in  Arizona 
through  exchanging  the  privately  held  areas  for  Government  land 
outside  of  the  monument  is  provided  for  by  the  act  of  May  14,  1930 
(46  Stat.  278).  One  exchange  for  12,790  acres  of  land  within  the 
monument  was  filed.  The  final  consummation  of  this  offer  awaits 
additional  evidence  from  the  applicant.  In  the  event  the  case  now 
pending  is  approved  there  will  be  left  less  than  1,000  acres  of  privately 
owned  land  within  this  monument. 
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Chaco  National  Monument. — Regulations  on  June  15,  1931,  were 
promulgated  under  the  act  of  February  17,  1931  (46  Stat.  1165),  pro- 
viding for  the  exchange  of  privately  held  land  within  the  Chaco 
National  Monument,  N.  Mex.,  for  surveyed  nonmineral,  unreserved 
public  lands  of  equal  quality  and-*  acreage  or  of  equal  value  in  the 
State  of  New  Mexico. 

Indian  reservations. — This  subject  is  treated  under  the  chapter 
''Indians  and  Indian  Lands," 

Revested  railroad  and  wagon-7-oad  grant  lands,  Oregon. — The  facts 
concerning  the  exchange  under  the  acts  of  May  31,  1918  (40  Stat. 
593),  and  June  4,  1920  (41  Stat.  758),  of  the  recovered  railroad  and 
wagon-road  lands  in  Oregon  are  stated  under  the  ''Oregon  &  California 
Railroad  and  Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  grant  lands." 

Nevada,  act  oj  June  8,  1926  {44  Stat.,  fart  2,  708). — The  considera- 
tion given  to  the  exchanges  proposed  by  the  State  of  Nevada,  under 
the  act  of  June  8,  1926,  is  set  out  in  connection  with  "State  grants 
and  State  selections." 

Selections  in  lieu  of  confirmed  entries. — Persons  whose  final  entries 
were  improperly  canceled  because  of  the  fact  that  such  entries  had 
been  confirmed  by  the  proviso  of  section  7  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891 
(26  Stat.  1099),  were  permitted  by  the  act  of  January  22,  1922  (42 
Stat.  359),  to  exchange  such  lands  for  other  public  lands  w^here  the 
tract  in  the  canceled  entry  had  been  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the 
Government.  Fourteen  cases  of  this  type  were  adjudicated,  resulting 
n  the  issuance  of  two  patents. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Equitable  adjudication. — The  commissioner  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  section  2450,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended  by  the  act 
of  September  22,  1922  (42  Stat.  857),  decided  upon  principles  of  equity 
1,046  cases  which  were  duly  confirmed  by  the  board  of  equitable 
adjudication. 

Timber.— The.  act  of  March  4,  1913  (37  Stat.  1015),  as  amended  by 
the  act  of  July  3,  1926  (44  Stat.  890),  provided  for  the  sale  of  dead, 
down,  or  damaged  timber  on  lands  outside  the  national  forests. 
There  were  1 1  sales  under  the  said  acts,  which  resulted  in  the  deposit 
of  $2,582.52  in  the  United  States  Treasury.  Free  use  under  permit 
of  timber  on  mineral  and  nonmineral  lands  is  allowed  by  the  act  of 
June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.  88),  and  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat. 
1093),  as  amended  by  several  acts.  This  type  received  action  in  112 
instances.  Eleven  permits  were  granted,  five  canceled,  and  the  re- 
maining cases  await  field  report.  The  sale  of  timber  in  the  Territory 
of  Alaska  is  discussed  under  "Alaska." 

Abandoned  military  reservations. — Determination  by  the  President 
that  abandoned  military  reservations  are  useless  and  this  certification 
by  him  of  such  areas  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  survey, 
appraisal,  and  sale  are  authorized  by  the  act  of  July  5,  1884  (23  Stat. 
103).  The  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  491),  and  amendatory 
acts,  provided  for  the  opening  to  homestead  entry  of  abandoned  mili- 
tary reservations  where  the  area  exceeded  5,000  acres.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-four  cases  were  considered,  resulting  in  the  granting  of 
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15  homestead  and  9  sales  patents.  All  the  land  in  the  abandoned 
Fort  Sumner  Mihtary  Reservation,  N.  Mex.,  was  sold  at  public  auc- 
tion, March  28,  1931.  The  lands  were  appraised  at  $1,159.99  and 
brought  $1,504.76. 

Cash  and  credit  entries. — There  were  31  cases  considered  imder  the 
cash  and  credit  system  laws,  which  governed  the  disposition  of  the 
public  domain  in  the  early  existence  of  this  Government,  and  18 
patents  were  issued  for  cash  and  credit  entries. 

Military  bounty  land  warrants. — Warrants  for  bounty  lands  were 
only  issued  for  services  in  wars  or  battles  prior  to  March  3,  1855,  and 
these  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  cash  as  payments  on  other  entries  or 
claims  and  can  not  now  be  used  in  locating  upon  the  public  lands. 
There  was  considerable  correspondence  regarding  matters  of  a  his- 
torical nature  in  connection  with  these  warrants.  Few  military 
bounty  land  warrants  are  outstanding.  Only  17  cases  were  examined 
and  one  patent  issued. 

Soldiers'  additional.— Sections  2306  and  2307  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes grant  soldiers'  additional  homestead  rights  in  certain  cases  to 
Civil  War  veterans,  their  widows  and  minor  children.  This  right  is 
in  the  nature  of  scrip  and  is  freely  assignable.  Seven  hundred  and 
eighty-four  cases  were  reviewed  and  61  patents  were  granted. 

Scrip. — The  location  of  scrip  on  desirable  tracts  of  unsurveyed 
public  land  continues.  The  withdrawal  by  the  act  of  February  18, 
1931  (46  Stat.  1172),  of  small  islands,  rocks,  and  pinnacles  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean  along  the  coast  of  California  and  the  withdrawal  of 
public  lands  under  the  act  of  March  4,  1931,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting the  watersheds  that  supply  water  to  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  removed  from  entry  many  tracts  that  were  sought  after  with 
scrip  locations.  The  latter  withdrawal  has  enabled  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles  to  relinquish  eight  scrip  applications  for  unsurveyed  land. 
One  hundred  and  sixty-two  cases  were  considered  and  patents  were 
granted  on  3  Baca  Float,  1  Sioux  Half  Breed,  1  Crow,  and  1  Gerard, 
which  are  certain  types  of  scrip  used  in  locating  on  public  lands. 

Spineless  cacti. — The  act  of  June  19,  1930  (46  Stat.  787),  extended 
for  five  years  the  act  of  August  24,  1912  (37  Stat.  507),  authorizing 
Luther  Burbank  to  select  12  sections  of  land,  for  the  purpose  of  prop- 
agating a  species  of  spineless  cacti  suitable  for  domestic  animal  food. 
No  patents  have  been  issued  on  any  of  these  selections. 

Western  Pacific  Railroad. — The  act  of  February  18,  1931  (46  Stat. 
1167),  provided  that  40  acres  of  land  in  Nevada  be  granted  to  the 
Western  Pacific  Railroad  Co.  for  the  price  of  $2.50  per  acre.  The  said 
company  deposited  the  necessary  amount  of  money  and  patent  issued. 

Small  holding  claims. — The  perfection  of  small  holding  claims  on 
the  public  domain  was  permitted  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26 
Stat.  854),  and  supplemental  acts.  These  claims  covered  lands  which 
were  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  Mexico  and  which  lands  were 
owned  and  held  by  persons  prior  to  the  cession.  Under  these  acts 
there  were  122  cases  acted  on  and  20  patents  issued. 

Quitclaim  deeds. — Issuance  of  quitclaim  deeds  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office  in  certain  cases  where  title  to  lands  had 
been  inadvertently  relinquished  to  the  United  States,  is  authorized 
by  the  act  of  April  28,  1930  (46  Stat.  256).  There  were  41  appHcations 
under  this  act  and  15  quitclaim  deeds  were  issued. 
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Minnesota  timber  land. — Regulations  were  approved  April  3,  1931, 
under  the  act  of  February  14,  1931  (46  Stat.  1102),  providing  for  the 
sale  of  lands  in  four  townships  in  Minnesota,  where  such  lands  are 
chiefly  valuable  for  timber.    No  cases  under  this  act  were  received. 

Lands  informer  Live  Oak  Naval  Reserve,  La. — Confirmation  of  the 
title  of  certain  persons  from  the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  lands  formerly 
included  in  the  Live  Oak  Naval  Reserve  on  Navy  Commissioners 
Island  in  St.  Mary  Parish,  La.,  subject  to  the  conditions  cited  therein, 
is  made  by  the  act  of  March  8,  1931  (46  Stat.  1101).  No  cases  were 
received  under  the  act. 

Accreted  lands. — The  sale  of  land  accreted  to  Glasscock  Island  in  the 
Mississippi  River  between  the  States  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  is 
provided  for  by  the  act  of  April  11,  1928  (45  Stat.  422).  Two  appli- 
cations under  this  act  were  considered  but  litigation  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  involving  the  land  subject  to  sale 
under  the  said  act,  delayed  final  action  thereon. 

Back  preemptions. — Three  patents  were  issued  for  old  back  pre- 
emptions in  Louisiana. 

Miami  Beach  land. — A  contest  was  decided  involving  a  forest  lieu 
selection,  a  swamp  selection  and  two  indemnity  school  selections  for 
land  located  within  the  city  limits  of  Miami,  Fla.  This  contest  is 
commonly  referred  to  as  the  case  of  Whitten  v.  Read  et  al.  An  appeal 
was  taken  from  the  office  decision  and  the  case  is  now  before  the  de- 
partment. 

Color  of  title,  general. — The  act  of  December  22,  1928  (45  Stat. 
1069),  of  general  application,  provides  for  the  patenting  of  land  not 
exceeding  160  acres,  where  such  land  has  been  held  in  peaceful  adverse 
possession  under  claim  or  color  of  title  for  more  than  20  years.  Under 
this  act  there  were  282  cases  considered  and  21  patents  issued.  The 
remainder  await  further  reports  from  the  Field  Service. 

Color  oj  title,  Michigan. — Patents  may  issue  under  the  special  act 
of  February  16,  1929  (45  Stat.  1188),  for  pubhc  lands  in  Michigan, 
not  exceeding  160  acres,  where  such  lands  have  been  held  in  good 
faith  and  in  peaceable  adverse  possession  for  more  than  20  years,  and 
where  valuable  improvements  have  been  erected  on  such  lands  or 
some  part  thereof  has  been  reduced  to  cultivation.  There  were  6  ap- 
plications offered  under  this  act  and  1  patent  issued  while  the  re- 
maining 5  cases  require  the  filing  of  plats  of  survey  for  the  lands  in- 
volved. 

Color  oj  title,  Utah. — Applicable  only  to  certain  lands  in  Utah,  the 
act  of  April  15,  1920  (41  Stat.  553),  provides  for  patent  to  claimants 
where  it  is  shown  that  the  occupants  have  been  in  peaceful  adverse 
possession  by  themselves  or  grantors  for  a  period  of  seven  years. 
Under  this  act  7  cases  were  considered  resulting  in  the  issuance  of 
patent  in  5  and  the  remaining  2  await  additional  evidence  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  applicants. 

Erroneously  meandered  areas. — Where  not  lawfully  appropriated 
by  a  qualified  settler  or  entryman,  claiming  under  the  public  land 
laws,  lands  in  Wisconsin,  which  were  originally  erroneously  meandered 
and  shown  upon  the  official  plats  of  survey  as  water  covered  areas, 
may  be  sold  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  prescribed  by 
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the  act  of  February  27,  1925  (43  Stat.  1013).  Adjudications  were 
made  in  142  cases  arising  under  the  act  and  8  patents  were  issued. 
The  remaining  cases  await  reports  from  the  field  on  the  appraisals  of 
the  lands  or  further  evidence  to  be  furnished  by  the  appUcants.  The 
earHer  act  of  September  21,  1922  (42  Stat.  992),  makes  a  somewhat 
similar  provision  for  the  disposition  of  erroneously  meandered  lands 
in  Arkansas.  Under  this  act  three  cases  were  considered,  one  patent 
being  issued  and  the  other  two  rejected.  The  sum  of  $944.85  was 
realized  from  the  sale  of  188.97  acres  of  land  under  this  act. 

Equitable  relief,  Lake  County,  Fla.,  lands. — Twenty  applications  for 
equitable  relief  under  the  act  of  May  21,  1928  (45  Stat.  619),  for  lands 
in  Lake  County,  Fla.,  were  approved.  Interlocutory  actions  with 
reference  to  tracts  similarly  situated  were  taken  in  62  cases  but  final 
conclusions  were  not  reached. 

STOCK-RAISING  HOMESTEADS 

Patents  with  a  reservation  of  all  minerals  to  the  United  States  were 
issued  on  2,462  final  stock-raising  homestead  entries  for  1,051,593.21 
acres.

RESERVED  DEPOSITS 

All  or  particular  'minerals  reserved. — Including  those  during  the 
present  fiscal  year  patents  have  issued  with  a  reservation  of  all  min- 
erals or  some  particular  mineral  to  the  extent  of  34,610,758.20  acres. 

Oil  and  gas,  etc.,  reserved. — Seventy-five  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eight  and  seventy-seven  one-hundredths  acres  were  patented 
with  a  reservation  to  the  United  States  of  all  oil,  gas,  phosphate, 
nitrate,  potash,  or  asphaltic  minerals.  Prior  similar  patents  included 
1,486,384.01  acres. 

Coal  reserved. — Coal  deposits  in  53,871.80  acres  were  reserved  to 
the  United  States  in  patents  issued.  Prior  to  the  present  fiscal  year 
the  reservation  of  such  deposits  to  the  Government  was  retained  in 
10,637,843.47  acres. 

Stock-raising  homesteads. — Patents  under  the  stock-raising  home- 
stead laws  had,  before  July  1,  1930,  issued  for  21,289,660.69  acres. 
There  were  patented  this  year  under  such  laws  1,051,593.21  acres. 
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Reservations  oj  minerals  under  laws  other  than  the  stock-raising  home- 
stead acts. — Reservations  of  all  minerals  were  made  in  patents  issuing 
for  6,509  acres  under  laws  other  than  the  stock-raising  homestead  act. 
Prior  reservations  of  like  character  embraced  77,274.06  acres. 

REMAINING  PUBLIC  DOMAIN 

Vacant  public  lands. — The  vacant  lands  subject  to  all  applicable 
public  land  laws  are  177,101,551  acres.  Of  this  area  127,265,885 
acres  are  surveyed  and  (estimated)  49,835,666  acres  unsurveyed. 

The  foregoing  does  not  include  any  public  land  situated  in  the 
Territory  of  Alaska  or  embraced  in  an  Indian  reservation,  a  national 
forest  or  park,  or  withdrawn  for  stock  driveways  or  other  public 
purposes. 

National  Jorest  lands. — A  close  estimate  places  the  area  of  public 
lands  within  the  exterior  limits  of  national  forests,  exclusive  of 
Alaska,  that  are  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  mining  laws, 
including  the  general  mineral  leasing  act,  and  to  possible  certification 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  restoration  to  homestead  entry 
under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  223),  at  134,000,000  acres. 

Stock-driveway  withdrawals. — Provisions  of  the  mining  laws  to  be 
exercised  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  are  extended  to  the  lands 
within  stock-driveway  withdrawals  by  the  act  of  January  29,  1929 
(45  Stat.  1144).
